London, Aug. 19.— Tho struggle between 
the miners and mine owners is no nearer 
settlement than three .weeks ago when the 
Strike began. In the Midland' counties 
alone full 500,000 colliers are idle. In South 
Wales tho situation is so oritlcal that more 
ilum 2,()U0 infantry, besidoB cavalry and a 
full battery have been collected from Ply- 
moutli and other inilit,u-y centres since 
Thuraday in anticipation of minora' riots. 
The whole district is in a state of feverish 
unrest and approbensioD. Watchmen, spies 
and sentinels are everywhere looking for 
signs of approaching mob violence. 

MINKHS' ItlOTS, 

Yesterday 1(1,000 miners marchpil from 
Moninouth-ihire aud tho K'nonda Valley to 
Mertliyr Vale, 22 miles north-west of (j.ir- 
dill'. The y rioted in the parish and its en- 
virons, sniashed windows and battered 
l)ulliling8. .Several men were maltreated 
by the nuib, lint eventually, after tlie read- 
ing of tho Riot Act, the rioters marched 
away without having done any cinaideralde 
damage. A dcBiiatch from I'onlyprield to- 
night aaya that troops have been sent 
to Merthyr Vale, aa more trouble 
threatens there. To-monow night nmch 
more serious things are looked for, for 20,- 
000 strikers' plan is to begin to-morrow af- 
ternoon or evening their maroh from the 
Rhonda valley over the mountains to Kbbw- 
vale, wdierc, despite the repealed threats of 
tho strikers to punish " aouba," many 
miners are atill at work. Sentries are 
posted at short distances at the entrance to 
Ebbwvale and acouta have been sent to 
the mountain heights. Tho troops occupy 
a position near tho mines threatened by the 
20,000 and will advance to stop the in- 
vaders on their approach. 

Till-; .SCAItelTV OK COAI. 

is cauaing real iuoonvenienco among the tin- 
platers and Scotch ironmasters. Several 
mectiuga have been held both by the mine 
owners and tho men in tho last two days 
but to no palpal)lo purpose. Many mine 
owners eeetn willing to allow the strikers 
to resume work at the old wages, without 
reference to tho miners' demand for an in- 
crease, or of their own proposals for a de- 
crease of wagea. A oouforcnoe will be con- 
vened in London Tuesday for the purpose 
of agreeing on the terma ot settlement. At 
tho meeting of tho delegates of tho Fife- 
shirp miners to-day, it was decided that tho 
mastMj' offer of 12^ per cent, advance in 
wages be declined and that the men leave 
the pita. This means that 11,000 Fifeshire 
miners wilt^o out on Monday. 

OHUMAN TAXATION. 

Count I'oeadoveky Wesner, auccessor of 
15aron vou Malt/.^hn, Steietary of the Ger- 
man Imperial Treasury, will assume the 
duties of the odico on September I. With 
the retirement ot Baron von Maltzahn from 
the lieftd of tho Treasury, is suppoaed to 
vanish whatever element of obstruction the 
policy of Ur. Miiiuel, Prussian Minister of 
Finance, could nieot in hia oliioial circle. 
Baron von Maltzihn has been a highly hon- 
orable minister. He would have willingly 
placed himself fii riippoii with Dr. Miquel ; 
but tho latter having a profoundly ditiiuult 
task before him in rechanging the new tax- 
ation schemes, reijuired another man. The 
new Secretary of iho Treosury will inaugur- 
ate his career by presiding over a aeries of 
conferences to be neld by delegates from the 
Federal States on the new tAsation pro- 
posals. Aooording to the semi-o£Soial press, 
all the Federal States have now agreed that 
the tax on Bourse transactions will be 
double, and a graduated change be imposed 
on wlnea and tobsooos. The proposal to 
place a tax on advertisements, which nover 
met with general support, has been entirely 
withdrawn from consideration. The Gov- 
ernment became convinced that the placing 
of a tax on advortiaenienta, would adversely 
affect the buaineaa of tho country, and con- 
setjuently it has abandoned that method of 
raising money. 

PKICB OF ORAIN IK RUSSIA. 

Throughout Northern Russia tho prices 
of all grains are falling. (Jood rye, which 
costs /•"i kepccks per pound to produce, is 
selling at trio same price and tho cost of 
production threatena to shortly exceed tho 
market value. The land owners, who are 
weighed down with delite, incurred through 
tiie grain famine of last yeur, cannot raiae 
further loans to pay the instalments of the 
debts now duo, or sell their grain at a i)rice 
that will permit them to meet their obliga- 
tions. Dr. Wille, thn Russian minister of 
tinaiicc, has summoned to Si. Petersburg 
the chief provincial treusurcrs, to confer 
with tlie directors of tlie Lnperiil Hunks of 
RuFjsia on nieaimrcH to assist the diatri sseil 
land owners and farmers. The land ovvuer.s 
have petitioned the (ioverniuent to support 
their uppoal to the land banks tor aix 
months' grace to meet their engagements. 
Tho Novo Vromya, of St. Petersburg, says 
that the Russian peasantry, who have had 
only one good harvest in throe years, find 
their prospects of recuperation blast- 
ed by the tariff war with Germany. 

TO STOP TAKIFF WAU. 

The conferences between the Imperial 
li.iuk directors and the Provincial Treasur- 
ers will open on Monday next. It is re- 
ported that several of tho oHicials who will 
take part in this conference mean to demand 
that l)r. Witte's jiolicy will ho entirely 
reversed, and that tho tarill' war will bo 
stopped at once. It is said that the otiioials 
believe that it will only hiv possible to re- 
lievo the distress by securing the reopening 
of tho German markets to Russian products. 
The extraordinary tariffs now imposed on 
Russian grain amount practioally . to the 
lirohibition of its importation. 

Hoi'itcic Of TiiK cnoi.iatA. 

.Siu'JO the alleged eases of cholera in this 
city have heeu traced to a single source, the 
uuoleanliness of tho Russian Polps, the 
people of Berlin have dismiasod the matter 
as no concern of theirs, Eaoli oaao of re- 
ported cholera is proved to have boon duo 
to the person ad'eoted having eaten 
tainted moat, imported from districts in 
Kuaaia in which genuine cholera has 
proviiled. Ruaao-Polish working people 
are numerouu in the eastern districts of 



Berlin, ^, They , haye,. exceedingly . limited 
notions in regard to' sanitation, . Th^^^ 
papers warn the Germans who come in con- 
tact with them while working, to watch 
them closely for every symptom of illuoss, 
and to get aid from the authorities should 
such symptoms occur to warrant the isola- 
tion of tho person alfeotod Tho police are 
diainfectingttnd watching Tlussian emigrants 
who continue to arrive from the oholera dis- 
tricts, from which immigration was sup- 
posed to have been checked. 

. ARHV MANffiUVRES. 

The prograiiimo has boen completed for 
tho army manoeuvres at Metz. Special in- 
terest is maniftal in these manoeuvres. A 
review by the Emperor of the 8th army 
corps will be held ab Treves on 
September 2. The corps will .then 
advance on Metz against the ''16th 
Army corps. The operations will take 
■place within a trilateral formed by Treves, 
Mctz and Saarh-Louis. ' The final encounter 
will take place at Mefz. Bmperor Williaro, 
the Crown Prince of Italy, and the Other 
royal peraontiges who will attend the man- 
u'uvres us guests of the Kinperor, -will stay 
at the Chateau de Urville, twelve miles 
from Metz, 

AL'.STUALIAN CAllI.i;. 

The new company that proposes to lay a 
ble between Australia and Ualifornia wdll 
obtain a subsidy from tho (Jerman Govern- 
ment for the Bectioiia of the line between 
the Fiji and Sumoan lalanda, and the Sa- 
inoan Islands and Honolulu. Tho post 
otlico officials here uro of the opinion that 
nothing stands in the way of an agreement 
tween the Governments to complete the 
line to California.

• IMMIGRANT INSPECTION. 

U. S. Surgeon-General Wyniau Testllk'S to 
tho Kireetlvencsa of tho Can- 
adian System. 

Washinoto.v, Aug. 10. — Surgcon-f;enerul 
Wyman, of tho Marine hospital service, 
when shown tho dispatch from Buffalo stat- 
ing that immigrants from oholora-infeoted 
ports of Europe were coming into tho Uni- 
ted States by way of Suspension Bridge, 
said that all immigrants in Canada from 
abroad came through Quebec, where they 
are inspected by Dr. Montc/.imbert, Ihu 
superintendent of tho Canadian quarantine, 
and also passed by Surgeon Banks, 
of the Marine Hospital service, 
who is stationed there by tbo 
courtesy of tho Canadian Government to 
witness the inspection and certify to tho 
diainfeotion of all immigronc baggage. 
Every immigrant passing through (Juebeo, 
ho said, is inspected, and his baggage disin- 
fected by steam, whether he comes from a 
healthy or infected port, and he is not al 
lowed to pasa through unless his baggage is 
tagged and he has a certificate signed by 
both physicians. There is no danger what 
over from these immigrants." In reply to 
tho statement, that appeals for asaistunco 
had been unanswered, Dr. Wyman said : 
" The examination at Suspension Bridge is 
eimply supplementary to the exaniinalions 
which are provided and enforced at all the 
seaboard ports." 

BEMAININU CHINESE. 

citizens of a California Town Forcibly 
Deport Besident Orientals. 

Vaskla, CaL, Aug. 19. — About 11 
o'clock last night an unarmed body of 
laboring men waited on tho Chineso 
residents in town and deported them out of 
town (|uietly, using no violence whatever, 
and to-day their places of busintas arc 
closed. This action was not taken until 
one day after the time specified in notice 
given them to close by tho anti-Chinese 
league. The Chinamen made no ellorts to 
suspend business and excitement was run- 
ning high. They made no resistance when 
tho last moment came. Tho waah houses 
are preparing to close by September 1. 

'FRISCO'S WINTER FAIR. 

Formal Commencement of tho Exposition 
Buildings. 

San Fit.vNcisco, Aug. 10. — Great prepara- 
tions are being made for the celebration, to 
take place on Thursday afternoon next, in 
Golden Gate Park, which is to mark the 
formal breaking of ground for the buildings 
of the Midwinter Exposition. Committees 
were appointed lust night and met this 
morning to arrange for an enthusiastic celo- 
bration of the day. All the civic societies 
in tho city will be invited to participate. 
An appeal will be made to the storekeepers 
to close for the half day. 

LonsNliorciiiiin Drowned. 

Tacoima, Aug. 19. — John Grady, a long- 
shoreman, was drowned hero to-day by the 
giving way of a coal chute conveying coal 
from the bunkers to a vessel coaling. Eight 
men, altogether, were precipitated into tho 
water, four of them being rescued by life- 
buoys thrown to them, and throe by Quar- 
ter-Master Frank Mitchell, of tho steamship 
'J'acoma, who sprang into the water from 
tho wharf. Tho body of Grady hos tot yet 
been recovered. It is reported another 
man was drowned, but this is not certain. 

AuNlrnllnn Cnnnl Cut. 

San FiiA.NX'i.sco, Aug. 10. — Claronco H. 
Ilanoll, of Newcastle, N, S. \V. , a large 
coal mine owner there, left yesterday by 
tho Monowai for home. On boing asked 
as to the immediate outlook for- the coal 
market, ho said he had received advice 
from Newcastle that on the first of 
January next coal would bo reduced one 
shilling per ton in price for best and 
acroenod coal. Tho proposed reduction 
is caused by several coneorns cutting 
prices down in opposition to tho collieries 
owners' combination, and they now pro- 
pose to fight them. Tho fight is expected 
to last a year. Consumers of Australian 
coal will by this save 25 cents a ton, but 
such a amall icduutiuu will not affoot the 
San Francisco market. 

Neiv Vork I'liolorn SuHpcclH. 
Nkw Yonic, Aug. I'J. — Health Officer 
Jenkins at p.m. issued the following: 
" All of tho passengcis of the Karamania 
under observation on the quarantine island 
continuo in good health. Nothing new has 
dovolopod since nopn."

New York, Aug. 19.-— It is only nocea 
aary ,td ;8tate that the total sales of the 
stooks for the two hours of businesa wore 
43,195 shares. To give a clear idea of the 
prevailing lack of interest in tho atool^ 
market before tho bank statement was re- 
ceived the room devoted ita timo to guess- 
ing the amount of tho probable gain or 
losa in the reserve, After tho exhibit op- 
erators were busy analysing the report. 
In the meanthiio speculation in stock lan- 
guished and but few issues showed any 
material change for tho day. Tho bank 
statement was generally accepted ns 
favorable and it contributed to tho 
firmness which characterized the closing 
transaotioDS. Tho news of tho day was 
rather more favorable. From St. Paul it 
was announced that the Alilwaukeo Com- 
mercial National banks, which recently 
suspended, have decided to re-open, and of 
the half-dozen roads which submitted trafHo 
statements for the second week of August, 
only one, the Louisville & Nashville, showed 
a decroaee. The last named reported a 
decrease of §074,000, still there is little dis- 
position to trade, and it is quite likely 
that no Important movement in the stook 
market will take place until something bo 
done at Washington. In detail the market 
opened quiet and generally lower. The 
general Hat advanced J to IJ per cent., out- 
side of Manbatlun, which jumped 2i on 
covering by nervous holders.

Timo and ugiiiu hua it Ijooii the lot of tlio 
oitizona of Viotoriu to bid furowell to di;- 
taohments of the representatives, both ou 
sea and land, of the (dignity and powur of 
the mother country, tho loavo taking having 
invariably been o regretful one, those who 
manned tho " wooden wulla " huvinir, when 
ashore, made for themselves many friends, 
who were, indeed, sorry to see tho last of 
them. The girls and the boys they left 
behind them have, by assooiatioo, been led 
to feel an interest in und a eymputhy with 
thorn which did not altogether pass away 
U3 tho echo of their footsteps heounio lost in 
tho distiinco. Many there are who hold 
thorn in happy memory, und not a few 
residents first oame here olad in Her Ma- 
jesty's uoiforin. 

Within the last, day or two Victorians 
and British Columbians have been spuedim; 
guests who were not only liritons all, but 
were united to tlieni by even a closer bro- 
therhood, that of being Canadians ; attired 
in the uniform of our beloved Dominion, 
and each the representative of some one or 
other of the confederated provinces. 
Their departure, last night, will by 
many ho regarded as the severing — 
temporary, it is to be hoped, of a bond of 
immediato family relationship, and tho 
fatare of the travellers will be watched with 
ao small amount of hearty interest. Both 
officers and men of " C " Battery have won 
tho sincoro respect of this community, tho 
feeling being that, although inevitable, it is 
all too soon to say " Farewell ! " While 
speeding tho parting, we heartily welcome 
ooming guests, who are descended from 
the sires from whom we have sprung. The 
bands which unite the Empire in all its 
parts, cannot be made too strong, and it is 
with conflicting emotions that wo again say 
"Farewell I " " Welcome I " 



THS FRENCH ELEGTIONS. 

For some days the French Republic, the 
eqnaniwity of wliose people — always ex- 
citable—has long been disturbed by scan- 
dals and aocDsations which have involved 
the head of the State und his responsible 
advisers, has been agitated by the appeals 
of tho politicians preliminary to an election 
The controversy culminates to-day, unless, 
as was the. esse in .Germany bat a few 
weeks ago, it shall have became necessary to 
again address any considerable number of 
the constituencies. For the first time in 
tho history of the Republic it would appear 
that the Imperialists and Legitimists will 
not make much of a figure. The parties 
among whom the field is divided are the 
Right ; the Centre, composed of mode-rate 
Republicans ; tho Left, or radical wing of 
the Republican party ; tho extreme Left, 
allied with the Socialists for electoral pur- 
poses ; and the Socialists representing 
Paris, or olooted in the great manufacturing 
cities. Scarcely a candidate has expressed 
himself as being a Royalist, many of the 
old Conservatives, through the influence of 
the Pope and the general acquiescence of 
the clergy, having tacitly or otherwise 
agreed to accept tho existing form 
of government, in the hope that they 
may be suooessfal in, to some extent, 
secnring modifications of the education laws 
and of preventing the application of tho 
military enactments to young Catholics who 
are studying for tho church. Nearly all tho 
outgoing Deputies aro candidates for re- 
election, and it is expected that a large 
nnmber of them will be returned. There 
are, of course, local questions in each 
arrondisement that will exercise some in- 
iiucnco on tho outcome; but, in general, tho 
election will turn on party lines. 

The Republicans, or Moderates, wish to 
preserve the present condition of things, 
BBbjeoli to such modifications as experience 
has shown to be necessary. The Radicals 
go in first and foremost for a revision of tho 
constitution, together witli other changes of 
a sweeping character. I'hey demiind tho 
abaoluto separation of Church and State, 
with all that is implied in the disestablish- 
ment of the former. They urge the raising 
of revenue by income tax and the repeal of 
the law of Mortmain, They go to some ex- 
tent in the direction of Socialism, but thoy 
do not endoreo tho demand for colloctiviani 
or tho confiscation and manugenient of pro- 
perty by the State, which tho latter element 
inaiafeupoii. The Sooialists, whatever their 
fortunes In the large centres, are not likely 
to be able to return candidates in the coun- 
try constituencies, tho peasants having a 
dread of tho absorption of thoir little pro- 
perties. In tho past tho Conservatives und 
Royalists have constituted the direct Oppo- 
sition ; but, as has been intimated, must of 
them will probably be found among tho 
moderate Bepublioans. They aver that 
though they find some of the existing laws 
objectionable, thoy will not seek to change 
tho regime by revolutionary moans. In- 
deed, wore thoy disposed in that direuliou, 
in neither tho Imperial nor Royalist parties 
can they find a leader possessed of enough 
magnetism to rally /a sufBoient force. As 
for tho Boalangists, the last Chamber was 
an illustration of how low that purty had 
fallen. 

Tho cabinet under whom tho appeal is 



made to the country is a sort of a coalition — 
a compromiso. It is headed by M. Dupuy, a 
moderate Republican, who lias asaooiated 
with him both Republicans and moderate 
Radicals, none of whoso members had either 
been charged with corruption or with hav- 
ing had anything to do with tho recent in- 
vestigations, though every effort has been 
made to tar them with the stick of political 
and individual dishonesty. Indeed, accunl- 
ing to tho dispatches, despite tho care that 
has been taken to have before the country a 
cabinet with clean hands, as has been said, 
tho members of tho administration, as well 
as tho rreaidcnt, have been made to appear 
in the moat unenviable light possible. It is 
unheaitiitingly asserted that tho real truth 
of tho political corruption in tho Panama 
transaction has : never been allowed to gel 
out, an3 that the Loubot and Ribot Minis- 
tries were secretly protecting and negotiat- 
ini^ with M, Arton, tho briliery agent of 
Baron Reinaoh, although they prcfeaaed to 
bu hot in tho iiursuit of thu guilty parties. 
It is, moreover, averred that nearly all the 
guiltiest blaokmailers, who still control tho 
Government of France, will be re-elected ; 
will elect the President ; divide tho ppoils 
of the public olBoes among themaelves, and 
remain in power until somo fresh exposure 
of their crimes exasperates the people to 
apply the traditional French remedy for 
intolerable government. 

Many of the electors, it is said, are bo- 
ginning to say that it is a choice of thieves, 
and aro cousfqueutly apathetic, tho con- 
fusion that haa thus been created, being re- 
garded by somo candidates aa improving 
their prospeota. In general, an increase in 
the number of moderate Republioana is 
hoped for. The Radicals accuse the Moder- 
ates of loaning toward tho Conservativcp, 
and the Modirates blamo tho Radicals f(ir 
their aHiliation with tho Socialiata, in the 
endeavor to capture the labor vote. Ardent 
Republicans predict that tho existing system 
is safe for another four years at least, and 
this is about all that thipy, in tho meantime, 
look forward to. 



"NOT DONE WITH DEHRINQ SEA." 

Tho Portland Oregonian is of the opinion 
that tho seal will bo "an international 
nuisance for years to come," saying " it is 
easily apparent that wo aro not done with 
Behring Sea negotiations." It considers the 
decision of the arbitrators to have been a 
foregone conclusion, the United States claim 
of exclusive jurisdiction outside of tho three 
milo limit, either in that soa or tho Paoilic, 
having been untenable. It is thought that 
possibly Mr. Blaine's extreme claims secured 
better terms for the United States in the in- 
ternational agreement for the preservation of 
seal life under article VII of the arbitra- 
tion ugreen:ent. That article reads : " If 
tho detorrainiition of the forcgoiDg ques- 
tiona aa to the exclusive jurisdictiou of the 
Unitc4 States shall leave the subject in such 
a posiUon that the conourrenoe of Great 
Britain is necessary to the establishment of 
regulations for the proper protection and 
preservation of the fur seal in, or habitually 
resorting to tho Behring Soa, tho arbitrators 
shall then determine what concurrent reto- 
lutions outside the jurisdictorial limits of 
the respective Governments are necessary, 
and over what waters such regulations 
should extend." 

The eOfoct of tho regulations upon British 
Columbia and United States sealers has al- 
ready been pointed out, and tho hollowneas 
of tho humanitarian pretence has also heeu 
shown, having, moreover, been demonstrat- 
ed by important American journals, the Now 
York Sun among tho number. Moreover, 
there is no small significance attachable to 
the fact that that the LT. S. Uovernmont, 
fully appreciating the advantages gained 
for no one but tho Commercial Company 
have, through Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Carlisle, on the advice of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Olney, not only rescinded Secretary 
Foster's agreement to reduce tho annual 
rental of the islands, but havo demanded 
nearly $.'!00|000 back rental and bonus, 
which had not been collected under tho ori- 
ginal arrangement. The Oregonian may 
well say "we are not docs with Behring Sea 
negotiations." It is remarked that "the 
only effective parties to the agreement so 
far are Great Britain and tho United States, 
but tho treaty binds them to seek to secure 
tho adhesion of other powers.^ No other 
power is advantageously situated for poach- 
ing, and it is probable that the combined !n- 
Quence of the United States and Great Bri- 
tain, whi6h will, of course, patrol the Nor- 
thern waters with gunboata during tho close 
season, will bo strong enough to cause tho 
regulations to bo respected by all nations. " 

Is it to be inferred from this that either 
Great Britain or tho United States will bo 
prepared to run the risk of a cams belli for 
the sake of a few seals for whose poasession, 
however, tho lato Rcpul)lican Government 
went almost aa far aa they could go without 
trouble. Tho arbitrators havo aflirmed that 
no ono is entitled to exclusive jurisdiction 
outside the three milo limit, und this being 
the case, it is hardly to be supposed that 
disinterested nations will be readily dis- 
posed to back up Great Britain and tho 
United States in the maintenance of a con- 
dition of things not recognized under the 
comity of natiomi, for tlio aolc purpose of 
enriching an Amorioan Commercial Com- 
pany and protecting seals for authorized 
slaughter under conditions more obnoxious 
than tho gamo laws of Groat Britain aro to 
tho masses of tho population. On 
this subject tho Seattle Telegraph says 
tho coda of regulations is binding upon the 
scalers of no other nation: 

Behring Soa being an open sea, the 
United Htatea and (ircut Britain have no 
right to preacribo rules for the government 
of tho citizens or suhjiicts of other nationa 
there, If this country cannot cloto Behring 
Sou aecording to inlernational law, it can- 
not do BO acting in conjunction with Great 
Britain, The pot'plo of Chili, for example, 
arn not bound by any regulations which tho 
arbitrators havo agreed upon and the two 
countrioB participating in tho arbitration 
may confirm. We may sand out our fleet 



and Great Britain may send out her fieofc to 
patrol Behring Sea, but thoy woulil huvo no 
right to aeizo and condemn a Chilian, French 
or Russian sealer for refusing to comply 
with tho new regulations. It ia not likely 
that Great Britain will do more than enter 
a formal protest againnt the violation of tho 
reguUliona by tho sealers of a\ich other 
nuliona, and it ia im open quotio'i how far 
our Government H ill feol itself justified iu 
attempting to enforoo those regulations 
againnt- the citi/sns or subjects of nations 
wiiich were not parties to the award. 

It ia said that tho deoision of tho arbitra- 
tors ia against pelagic sealing on interna- 
tional grouude, while it denies tho muni- 
cipal power of the United States to prevent 
it, This may involve some very nice points. 
Havo tho otlior maritime nations of tlio 
world, it may bo asked, been conaiiltcdin 
thia international isaue ? Have the Govern- 
ments of France, Gorniany, Spain, Sweden 
and Norway, Italy, Russia, no say about 
those rules? The gentlemen belonging to 
B^mo of those nations who were ou the 
Commission of Arbitration cannot bo said to 
have been authorized to give more than their 
individual opinions. In his speech closing 
tho eeaaion of tho tribunal. Baron do Courcol 
would appear to have suUiciently demon- 
strated this when he said ; 

In tho regulations we Ware entrusted to 
elaborate we had to decide between diver- 
gent rights and interests whioh it was dilB- 
cule to conoiliate. The Governments of the 
United States and Great Britain promised 
with good grace to aooept and carry out 
our decision. Our desire is that thia vol- 
untary engagement should leave no regrets 
on the part of either ono of tlioin, altluiui!li 
wo havo asked of both, what they will re- 
gard, perhaps, as serious sacritiooa. 

Tho Baron thus regarded tlio matter as 
of " voluntary engagement " between tho 
United States and Groat Britain, " whose 
divergent rights and interests it was dilli- 
cult to ooDciliate." Bnt not only this, ho 
esteemed it as an innovation, for hs said : 

Hitherto the nations had agreed to leave 
outside of all epuc;ial Icgialalii'ii tbe vast 
doiiiaiu of the seas, yet the aea after the 
land has becomo small for men who, like the 
hero Alexander, and not leaa ardent in lliuir 
work llian be in glory, die play their ener- 
gies in ft world too narrow. Our woik is 
the first attempt to share thu iiroduoti!, 
hitherto undetiued, of the ccean, by a rul- 
ing to bo applied to goods whioh have 
escaped every other law except that of the 
first comer. 

The Baron evidently anticipated the pos- 
sibility of failure, for he added : 

If the attempt aucoeeds, it will undoubt- 
edly be followed by numerous imitations 
until tho entire planet, on the waters as on 
tho continent, ahall havo become the object 
of jealous division. Then perhaps tho con- 
ception of property will change among men. 

In the past, continents were divided upon 
the y old maxim that "the right of tbe 
strongest is always the beat." Baron de 
Gourcel looks upon this arbitration as the 
introduction of "an innovation." The 
arbitrators have, no doubt, disposed to 
their own satisfaction of the issues between 
Great Britain and the United States, ond 
have laid down regulations by which, in 
advance, they propose to bind all nations, 
but if the nations do not regard themselves 
aa amenable to tho regulations, on what 
principle of cijuity or international law can 
either Great Britain or the United States 
be justified in patrolling what the arbi- 
trators have declared to bo open walsrs, 
with gunboats strong enough "to cause the 
regulations to be respected by all nations "? 
The Oregonian, in its article, says : 
The arbitrators were not empowered to 
take up the question of daiiiagis for depre- 
dations or aeizuici, that being lift, for fu- 
ture negotiation. 'i'hoir deciaiiin, however, 
gnta f,ir to settle that (juestion in advance. 
The United States can hardly claim dam- 
ages from Great Britain or Canada for de- 
predations in waters it is held it has no 
control over, and will probably bo ready to 
pay reasonable daniagea for actual seizures 
of vessels in exercise of that protended con- 
trol. A much larger question ia that of 
constructive damages for preventing vcaai'ls 
from engaging in sealing through tho moilu-i 
vivcmli. It waa agreed with Great Britain 
that tho United States sliould be responsi- 
ble for these damages if arbitration should 
hold pelagic sealing admissible. Bnt the 
decision is agaiust pelagic sealing on inter- 
national grounds, while it denies the muni- 
cipal power of the United States to prevent 
it. This will permit us to claim that the 
modus Vivendi merely anticipated tho pcr- 
mauent regulations laid down by the arbi- 
trators and that no claim for damages can 
lie under it. 

The discussions that have taken place on 
this sealing question, show that the nations 
have not yet done with it, and if tho ({uib- 
blinga that have been indulged in, in somo 
United States quarters, as to the question 
of damages, have any significance, tbe end 
is by no means ut hand. The question of 
direct and constructive damages has yet to 
ho decided, while in tho above extract wo 
havo a note of repudiation ; [for wliat other 
construction can bo placed upon the last 
sentence of the Oregonian'a article?

Thia wiis iui iioticni to set nsido tlic will 
of Sanuiol Adnuis, of Victoria, doociised, 
niudo on tliu Utli Noveiiilior, 18iM, in 
favor of Dmiciin INk-Beath, and to ruaciiid 
tho probato on tlio ground of unduu in- 
fluence, and the trial liaa occupied the 
whole of Bovon days. 

Samuel Adams was a working printer, 
and a bachelor, a man of great intolli- 
<;oncoand much and varied information. In 
tlio course of a loni; life ho had nccuiuu- 
hitod some 62,000, or over, in the savings 
bank, and a valuable lob (No. 302) in tlio 
city, and had erected buildings on it, and 
might bo considered well oS for his sta- 
tion in life. 

His will was made on tho 11th !Noveni- 
bor, 1891. He died on the 18th jS'o\ em- 
ber, and probate was, without loss of 
time, obtained on tho 24th ot November, 
1891. • 

At tho time of his de:ith tlio testator 
had reached tho patriarchal ayo of 81. 
Jlo had no relatives in this coiiutry, but 
ho had two nuphows in England : tho 
])laintill', Thomas, and his _ brother Wil- 
liam, in whom, as well as in their wives 
and fainilioa, ho expressed for years pre- 
viously a deep personal interest. 

To Thomas lie had written frequently, 
indeed from 1878 down to the end of 
1891, intimating distinctly in tliia corres- 
pondence his intention of leaving his 
property to him. 

He had also mentioned to several per- 
sons, Mends of his in Victoria, his inten- 
tion of leaving his property to his iiepiiuw 
in England, as ho was poor and in desti- 
tute circumstances. 

These facts aro patent on tho face of 
tho correspoiulonce and aro not disputed 
by tho defendant. 

The character of the deceased was a 
marked one. Both sides agree in repro 
sentin;]; him to have been always remark- 
able for directness of speech and truthful 
ness of character, as well as for the stead- 
iness and tenacity of purpose with which 
ho followed out any resolvo ho had onco 
made, a pertinacity which one of tho 
witnosaes called " obstinacy." 

He had for years boon living alone in a 
cabin ho had built for himself on lot 502, 
Victoria, doing all his own washing, cook- 
ing, baking, indeed everything for him- 
self, but getting gradually weaker and 
deafer as the natural infirmities of so 
groat an age imperceptibly gained the 
mastery over him, and as ho describes it 
himself at last, " very deaf." 

It was in this position we find him, at 
the period when the events occurred, out 
of which the present action arose. 

It opens with an incident almost dra- 
matic in its effect. This occurred on 
Monday, 9th November, 1891. A Mrs. 
Bivers, living in a house immediately ad- 
joining his own, summons an old friend 
and neighbor of tho old man, wlioao will 
is now in dispute, named George Earrett, 
to sec what had become of Mr. Adams. 
Ho had not shown out of his cabin for 
three days and her fears were excited on 
his account, lest something should have 
happened to him. A ladder was found 
and raised to the window. On looking in 
a sad Bpectaclo presented itself. Tho old 
man was seen ^jrovoUing and groaning on 
the floor in his shirt and drawers, and it 
was some time before they could make 
him hear, and it was with a considerable 
effort he himself crawled .to the door and 
managed to open it sufiiciently to let Bar- 
rett in. Then was beheld a pitiful sight. 
The old gontleman, apparently in a par- 
oxysm of pain, clad in nothing but his 
shirt, had rolled out of bed, knocked the 
stove down, blackened and bruised his 
face by the blow and threw everything in 
the room into the utmost disorder. 

In that misferable state through tho 
cold frosty niglit of Friday, all Saturday 
and .Sunday, till 10 o'clock on Mund.ay, 
ho had remained, uttorly helpless and un- 
aided, thruo wretched nights, crievously 
feeble and sick. He wu.s at onco put to 
bed by Barrett and well cared for. 

On the Tuesday, contrary to his ear- 
nest desiro to remain whpre he was, un- 
der the care of George Barrett as nur.se, 
and aftorafntilo suggestion of Jubilee 
Hospital, ho was roinoved to plaiiitia'a 
house at Victoria West. 

Mclieath proposed and tlieu ;ill pres- 
ont,'includhig Dr. Milne, aided in induc- 
ing him to go to McBeath's. 

What happened to him there during 
the few days ho survived, tho care and 
attendance he received, the making of 
the will, his death and burial, the speedy 
obtaining of probate, tho entry of de- 
fendant into possession, the claims of tiie 
plaintiti and his correspondence with the 
testator, idl too long for insertion here, 
aro snlliciontly alluded to in the laterpor- 
tions of this judgment. 

Upon the openuig of the trial a ques- 
tion rose as to who should commence — 
upon whom did the pmhaitdi rcH' — 

as ho was the person to hcj^'m. 'I'his was 
settled upon the authority of ISoyso v. 
Rossborough,() 11. of L., 1, and Parlitt v. 
Lawless, 2 P. it 1)., Thompson v. Tor- 
ranoo, '.) Out. Ap. '"hI Hall v. Hall, U, 
1'. 482, in favor of Mr. Bodwell, on the 
ground that ijrobato of tho will now 
under contest having been granted in 
duo form to IMelieath the <>iiiis jim- 
was at tirst on thu Attoriioy-( len- 
eral, tho party attacking the will. 

But if, and when, in the cour.se 
of the trial, the evidence .should 
disclose facts which should raise a pre- 
sumption against cho validity of tho will, 
tho onus would bo shifted ; and it would 
tlicii be incumbent on tho defendant to 
.satisfy tho Court that the will had been 
in aU'resj.ect.s fairly obtained from a tes- 
tator cajjable and ablu freely to make it 
This is what actually happened during 
the trial ; but only after the case was 
well advanced— when the evidence dearly 
proved that tho will was made or pro- 
cured t(j be made, by McBeath, in his 
own favor, to tho exclusion of the testa 
tor's family. 

Tho change of tho onus of proof thus 
oirected on to the dofondant, though it 
vitally affected his jiosition, could not 
make any apparent alteration, externally 
in the lines on which tho trial was pro- 
ceeding. 

Tlio ellVct of tho law, upon this shifting 
of tho onus, could only ho concl ii.fi vely 
dealt with— after all tho evidonco was 
linished-in tho judgment when it 
must form tho leading princi])lo of the 
decision. 

The defendant, throughout, refused to 
acknowledge this. He chose to consider 
the case, solely, as if it neoessarily lay 



with the plaintifl" to prove that the will 
«as had; and, not on liiiiiBolf to prove 
tin t the will WHS right in all respects 
anil rightoously obtained. 

Thii failure to recognize, what I con- 
coive.tp.biB dear law on the point, com- 
pelled tho learned counsel for the defend- 
ant to lay stress on choso portions only 
of the authorities he (luoted, which dealt 
with cases where the onus of proof had 
not boon shiftud. Ilia position wu.s main- 
tained throughout with great skill and 
ability, from the narrow standpoint from 
which alone he choso to regard it. But 
the duty of a judge goes miich further. 
Uo cannot stop half-way. He has to de- 
clare all the law on the subject, as ap- 
plicable to all tho facts proved in evi- 
dence by sworn witnesses bofoBo him 
and this is the eourse adopted hero. 

Tho trial was held, occupying four 
days, atjd the Court reserved jadgineut, 
whieh was given orally (ju tho 2(ith May, 
1803, for the plaintiti', with costs; tho 
judge engaging to deliver in writing the 
reasons for such judgment, and that is 
what I now propijse to do. 

The lirst thing to declare is tho law 
which guvornsin cases of this kind. That 
is now sulliciently understood. From what 
1 have already said it will have been seen 
that at first the onus was on the plaintiff 
to commence; afterwards when it 
was proved that defendant was 
iiistruniental in making or procuring the 
will to bo niiule in his own behalf, it was 
.shifted to the defendant, on whom it then 
liecanio incumbent to prove a good, valid 
will, and a Ciip;tblo testator. 

Mr. liodwull, continiiig himself to 
the narrow view I have mentioned, 
for the defendant, contended for 
ho testamentary capacity of Samuel 
Adams and the right of a man to 
dispo.se of his own as he likes, li; .support 
of that he cited the well known case of 
liroughton v. Knight, IJ 1'. it D. , <io, not 
as a e;iso in point (for that was one of in- 
sane delusion, that is, "the boliof of facts 
which no sane person would have be- 
lieved,") but as being valuable for tho 
elaborate legal dicta of Sir .lames lian- 
non as to what constitutes a sound mind ; 
(a jierfectly balanced mitid no ono has.) 
That learned judge .says: "A man in 
leaving his property may be inllueiiced by 
inoim, caiiricious, frivolous or even bad 
motives or eccentricity, or ho may leave 
it to strangers." The. learned judge, 
however, winds up by confessing that 
soundness of mind is " a quesHon of 
dogroo and it is impossible to lay down 
any abstract proposition that will guide 
one in determining it." 

The loarnod counsel for tho defendant 
only referred to such portions of tho fol- 
lowing casesas would support the theory 
for which he contended throughout, 
that McBeath having prima facie duly 
obtained probate of the will, the onus of 
proof of undue influence was all along on 
tho i)laintiir. 

Whereas tho law is, that where (as 
the present case) a person 
under such suspicion as tho de- 
fendant, from being sole beneficiary of 
the testator to the exclusion of the blood, 
it is indispensable that the beneficiary 
should clear himself absolutely from this 
suspicion by showing himself fruo from 
exerting such influence, and that the tes- 
tator was absolutely freo from all con- 
trolling or constraining inlluences calcu- 
lated to fetter tho Jreo exercise of his 
will. Also that he thoroughly under- 
stood, not only what he was doing, but 
tho necessary effect of his action, so as to 
satisfy the conscience of the Court on 
those heads, and of the complete bona 
tide.s of tho defendant throughout. 

In makiuf^ reference therefore to tho 
cases cited by the learned counsel for tho 
defence, 1 have given not only the por- 
tions which appear for his contention, — 
which apply to cases where the benctic- 
iary has not been instrumental in prei)ar- 
inj; tho will— but those also which enuiio- 
iato the law as it is applied in every 
eaao wlicro tho benoliciary is instrumental 
in preparing or procuring to bo made a 
will in bis own favor, exclusive of all re- 
lations of tho testator. Tho latter is the 
case here. 

Hall V. Hall, 1 P. and D., 482, on a 

(|uestion r>f undue intluenco is an author- 
ity tliat " a testator must be a free agent, 
liut all inlluences are not unlawful. Per- 
suasion, or appeals to the alfcctions, or ties 
to kindred, or to a sentiment of gratitude 
for past services, and the like, are legiti- 
mate, and may be pressed on a testator. 
On the other hand pressure of whatever 
character, whether acting on the fears or 
tho hopes, if ho exerted as to overpower 
the volition without convincing thu judg- 
iiiont, is a species of restraint under which 
no valid will can bo made." 

The luariied judge goes on to say : "Im- 
portunity or threats such as tho testator 
has not the courage to resist, moral com- 
mand asserted and yielded to for the sake 
of peace and quiet, or of escaping from 
distress of mind, or social disconifort ; 
these, if carried to a degree m which tho 
free play of the testator's judgment, dis- 
cretiini or wishes ia overborne, will coii- 
Btitule uiuluo inlluenco. In a word, a 
testator uiAy be led, not driven, and his 
will must bo the uutepring of his own vo- 
lition, not the record of someone else's." 

And bo it remembered that tho case 
which gave rise to the above dictum was 
thai of propounding a will where only re- 
lal ionii wore concerned, not (as here) of 
a gift to a stranger to tho blood in a will 
piejiared through that stranger, and ao 
liiis hero an « /ortiori application. 

From Boyse v. Rossborough, 6 H. of 
L., 49, the defendant's counsel drew tho 
deduction that "diue proved that a will 
hiis been e.\ecuteil with due Koleuuiities 
by a pur.soii of compel out uiulersianding, 
and apparently 1 ly n frue agent, the 
liiirthen of ]iroviiig that it was executed 
nuder undue inlluenco is on tho party 
who alleges it. Undue influence cannot 
bo i)re8umed." 

And all those conditions defendant's 
counsel contended had been proved in 
defendant's case. 

The learned counsel further quoted 
ISojHu vs. Rossborough to lay down as a 
canon for tho construction by tho Court 
of the ovidenco in tho case : " That if 
there was any explanation of circumatan- 
stancos consistent with defendant's iniio- 
conce, that is to be adopted." jS'uy, 
more, that it must bo shown that de- 
fondaiit'.s iiosition and defence against tho 
charge is aljsolutely inconsistent with 
what the iilaintilfs witiies.ses have jirovod. 
That as undue i'llluence cannot bo pro- 
siniied it niURt bo [inived by evidence, 
either direct or indirect, which is irresist- 
ible. 

Here I note that, in this case under ci- 



titi.m. It was admitted on all sides, that 
the testator there was of a sound dispos- 
ing mind, and tho direct charge was un- 
duo inlluenco, and fraud, which is not 
pleaded horo— but there had to be proved 
"irresistibly," consequently the above 
cited case 'is distinguishable j and is by 
no moans on all f(jura with the case be- 
fore mo for decision, whorft'- tno onw 
]>rul,an<tl has been ahifled on to the de- 
fendant. 

riKierParhtt v. Lawless, 2 P.aiid D.40, 
defendant's counsel contended " that a 
relation nniy press his claims— that ui\\y 
"coercion makes a will bad or iinpor|.u- 
iiiiy which cannot bo resisted —and 
that there was neither coercion nor im- 
[(ortunity horo. , 

In this citation the defendants counsel 
still ignores tho shifting of the o,n(.b' on 
to hiuKself. which is really tho turning 
point of the case. 

Tho learned counsel for tho defendant 
cited Gardhouao v. Blackburn, 1 P. and 
D. 1 1 6, That is a valuable caao m soyur- 
al respects in probate cases; for it lays 
down tho rules which, since the statute, 
otight to govern tho action of the Court 
ill respect of a duly oxocutcd testament- 
ary paper. 

1 will mention some of them : 
First. That before a paper so executed 
is entitled to probate, the Court must bo 
satisfied that tho testator know and an- 
proved the contents of tho will. 

Second. That, except in cortaui cases, 
where suspicion attaches to the document, 
the fact of the testator's execution is suf- 
licient proof that he knew and approved 
the contents. 

Third. That though tho testator knew 
and ajiprovod of the contents, tho paper 
may still bo rejected on proof establish- 
ing beyond possibility of mistake, that 
ho did not intend tho paper to operate as 
a will. 

Defendant's counsel cited this case of 
fiardhouso v. Blackburn to show that 
" except in cortiun cases wliere^ sus- 
picions attach to the document ,the 
will, and ho contended thero,woro nono 
here) " tho fact of the testator's execu- 
tion of the will was sufBcient proof that 
ho knew and uiiderstcxid the will. And 
hero defendant's counsel contended, tho 
circunistancea connected with tho testa- 
tor's execution of the document shtiw 
that Adams know and understood the 
will ; whether he expressed that satisfac- 
tion or not. 

On this I need only remark here that 
tho defendant being sole beneficiary, and 
procuring tho making of the will, made 
tli^ present a case well within the c^c'ep- 
tion above referred lo, and this shifted 
tlio onus probandi on to tho defendant. 
With the facts attending tho execution 1 
shall deal later on. 

From the above it will ho seen that 
tho' tho learned counsel gave so limited 
an application to his own authorities, a 
closer examination of them must have re- 
vealed to him that tboy have a wider 
scope, and have given him an inkling of 
the truth. Indeed ho acknowledgea tins 
when he confesses, that " after all the 
question depended upon the pure free- 
ness and understanding of the act which 
Adams performed," and the onus.ef 
proving this is on him. 

It is poiliaps necessary to observe that 
tho law and reasoning which prescribe 
the proofs necessary for tho plaintiff in 
propounding a contested will, ajiply to 
the defendant under the peculiar cu-cum- 
stances of this case, in maintaining the 
correctness of the present will and; Lord 
Brougham's remarks in Panton V. Wil- 
liams, 2, T. C. Supplts. have an applica- 
tion here, when ho says : — 

"Tho course of tho administration 
directed by the law is to prevail against 
him who cannot satisfy the Court that ho 
has established a will. There is no duty 
cast upon the Court to strain after pro- 
bate. Tho burden of proof eminently 
lies on him who sots up a will," and prac- 
tically that is what, under the circum- 
Btances of this case, the law rci|Uires from 
this defendant. 

Before going further, tuid launching 
into the determination of "the puro free- 
ness and understandinc of Adams ' at 
the time of making the will, I think it 
is incumbent on me to acknowledge, as 
was indeed done liy tho learned Attorney 
General, that, from the very authorities 
cited by Mr. Bodwell, the of proof 
is not thrown upmi the party jiropound- 
ing a will, unless there is proof (as is un- 
doubtedly the case here) that the bene- 
ficiary under it was instrumental in pro- 
curing it to be made. 

It is so ill Parlitt v. Lawless, already 
cited. It is Kii in ancjtber case cited by 
tho defendant, Thomi)son v. Torrance, '.1 
Out. Api). :;. There Chief .histioe 
Spraggo (referring to Baker v. Batt, 2 
Moore, P. C. 317, 319) says at p. 81:- 
" This statement of the Privy Council 
may, to some extent, assist in dofiniiig 
the position of a judge in disposing of 
such cases as tho present," and ho tlren 
(|Uotes from the case . — 

"And tlui.s, ill a Cmirt of Probate, 
where the onus probandi most undonbt- 
edly resLs upon tho parly i)ropoundin;,' 
the will, (and tho defendant is now in that 
position) if tho conscience of the judge, 
upon a careful and accurate consideration 
of all tho evidence on both sides, is not 
judicially sitislied, that the paper in 
(lUCBtion does contain the last will and 
testament of the deceased, it is bound to 
pronounce its opinion that the instru- 
niont is not entitled to probate." 

Tho next portion of that learned Chief 
diastice's opinion, now under citation, is 
a very comidete answer to the somewhat 
extravagant view of tho eU'ect of the 
wludo of the evidence, wlieiico tholetirncd 
counsel for tho defendant drew the extra- 
ordinary conclusion, that "hi.scase was 
either a mere f.abricatioii, a wicked at- 
tempt at deception, tho ovidenco of the 
principal persona a mass of perjury, (to 
an indictment for which he challenged 
his opponent) and the whole thing on tho 
part of tho Jlclieaths a conspiracy too vile 
for description, or elao tho validity of the 
will has been established." The law 
takes a much more tomperato and reason- 
able view of tho almost inovitablo diller- 
ences of opinion and construction of facts 
by different persons at dilforent times, in 
will cases, without imjiutiu!,' crime and 
oll'eiice to any such discordant testimony 
or contradiction. It carefully avoids im- 
jiuting motive, unloaa tho hjmiio bo neces- 
sary for the impartial discussion or deter- 
mination of the legal points before tho 
Court for decision. Thus says Chief 
.J ustico 8praggo on such a case ; — 

"And it may frcfpiontly happen that 
this" (there it win a declaration refusing 
probate) " may bo tho result of an inquiry 



in cases of doubtful coinpetonco in par- 
ticular, without imputing perjury 
either side ; or, it may bo tlie judge is 
not sati.shed on which side the perjury is 
comniit;ted, or' whether it certaiuly 
exists. . ,:• , ... ., , 



iho shiftinjr of the onus from the 
plaintilT on to the defendant, as soon as 
the fact IS. proved that ho is tho «ol,. beno- 
liciary under tho will, to the ..xclusicui of 
all blood relations, and that lie procured 
It to be made, is a point which the learn- 
ed counsel for the defendant persistently 
Ignores. ■ , 

It is tho one thing wanting in his bril- 
liiuit and exhaustive sumining up— tho 
weak point in his armour. If his view of 
tho law had been correct, and hia facts 
such as ho must have believed them to 
bo, his eloquent peroration would Imve 
carried all before it. 

It is necessary, Ihereforo, for tho right 
understanding of this ease, that the law 
should bo distinctly laid down. That is 
shewn in Brown v. Fisher, 63 L. T. 485, 
Uecember 1800. (Tho latest law on the 
subject.) The President, Sir .James 
Hannery, says: — 

"I must recall tho principles by which 
this Court, following the decisions, not 
only of the .Imlges who have sat horo (in 
probate) but in tho Privy Council and tho 
House of Lords, has livid down in cases 
where a will has boon prepared by the 
person who takes a benelit under it, or 
where it has been prepared by his instruc- 
tions without the intervention of anyone 
else." 

That case is decisive, that the Court is 
to approach with suspicion the consider- 
tiou of a will procured and propounded 
by ;i peivson taking a large benelit tlioro- 
uiidur, (as is tho case here) although 
It may_ have been prepared by 
solicitor and though fraud is 
not pleaded by tho poison opposing the 
will, (Fraud is not pluaded in this case.) 
and wliero there wus no testiuuon'ary in- 
capacity on the part of the testator or tho 
witnesses. 

In that caao it was also established that 
where a benoliciary, who had procured 
and subsequently propounded a will, 
failed under those circuinstances to satisfy 
the Court by aliirmativo testimonj', that 
tho testator did, in fact, know and ap- 
lirove of tho contents of tho will which 
he had actually executed— tho Court, ap- 
plying and acting upon tho principles laid 
down by the House of Lords- in Fulton v. 
Andre\r, Z2 L. T. N". S. 209, refused pro- 
bate of such will with costs. 

In Parker v. Duncan, (il>, U. T. N. S. 
012, another ciise of undue iiillueiice, it 
was established that whore a person pro- 
pounded a will under which ho benefitted 
largely, and was the person who alone 
took the instructions for it and procured 
its preparation, that fact alone " is a cir- 
cumaUnce that ought generally to excite 
the suspicion of tho Court, and calls upon 
it to bo vigilant and jealous in examining 
tho evidence in support of tho instrument, 
in favor of which it ought not to pro- 
nounce unless tho suspicion is removed, 
and it is judicially satisfied that the paper 
propounded does express the true will of 
tho deceased." 

These principles, to tho extent 1 have 
stated, aro well established, the former ia 
undisputed. 

I must give ono moro citation of tho 
law hereon. In Parke v, Ollatt, 2 Phil. 
;i23 (approved of in subsequent cases) 
Sir John Nichul said, speaking of a will 
under which the writer of it was benefit- 
ted :■- '* The Court is extremely j ealous 
of a circumstance of this nature. By tho 
Boman law 7111' sc scripsit heredctn could 
take no benetit under it. 

"By tho law of England this is not tho 
case, but the law of England requires, in 
all instances of tho sort, that tho proof 
should bo clear and decisive ; the balance 
n.ust not be loft in equUibrio. The proof 
must go not merely to the act of signing 
but to tho knowledge of the contents of 
the paper. In ordinary ca.ses thi.s is not 
necessary, but where the pers(jn who pre- 
pnrea tho inalrunieiit and conducts the 
execution of it, is hiinselt an interested 
person, hia conduct should be watched as 
that of an interested person. Propriety 
and delicacy would infer that ho should 
not conduct tho transaction." 

This canon of construction tho learned 
counsel for the defendant with etisy 
adroitness passes by. It is good to glide 
swiftly over thin ice. 

Thus much for the law which must 
govern this decision. We must now con- 
sider tho facts. 

Before entering upon those, 1 cannot 
refrain from observing with regret, that 
the learned counsel for the defendant 
without one tilth; of evidence, to su))port 
it, has damped the ell'ecL of tho great 
effort of forensic elo<iueiico, with which 
for live hours ho rivotted tho attention of 
the Court, by throwing out imputations 
of malice and vindictivenoss entirely un- 
warranted by the ovidenco against two of 
the witnesses, Kirsop and R. T. Wil- 
liams. These men struck me, sitting 
also as a jury, as being throughout the 
whole case, luon of honor and " integrity, 
witnesses of the truth as far as their 
knowledge and information extended, 
free from any taint of interest or self 
seeking in the matter, and inspired solely 
by the laudable desiro, whether their 
views of the law were correct or not, of 
seeing the old niaii'.s inheritanco descend 
as ho had from time to time, down to the 
latest period, declared to two of them it 
should do, to those of tho blood, in ac- 
cordance with tho ordinary laws of des- 
cent. They do not appear even to hnxa 
contemplated tho possibility of tho juo- 
perty boiug given to a mini who was a 
stranger in blood, and whom they only 
knew as, at most a friendly aC(|iiaintaiico 
of thod eceased, and wh<i had of late daya 
as far as they knew, dropped almost if 
not entirely out of sight. If Kirsop had 
oven suspected such a thing he would 
never have told McBeath as tlioy wore 
arranging for the old man to go to his 
house, "that Mr. Adiius had not got 
any will made yet, that ho had been 
pr<jiiiising him for three or four years to 
make his will, ,-uid if they could got 
Adams to go down with him, and if he 
was capable of making a-wUl, to. get him 
to make his will." ifor would he, have 
told him (which I have no doubt ho did) 
"that there was ?2,000 in the savings 
bank and that this property and ovory- 
thing ho had, had to go to his noiihows 
in Liverpool." 

The ovidenco of iMcBoath and Dr. 
Milne ofl'ectually negative any idea of 
malice or vindictivenoss (what for?) 
against tho dofondant, for they testify, 
that after the lirst proposition of going to 
the J ubilee hospital was dropped, Kirsop 



was most active with Ur. !\IiIno and JIc- 
Beath in inducing Adams (who strove as 
hard as his weakness and illness per- 
mitted to remain in hia house and be 
iiuraod by George Barrett) to go for caro 
and good troatnieht - to McBeath's; so 
hiuiding hiiii over to the very irlluencoa 
from which, according to the theory of 
vindictivnnesa, it is claimed Kirsop want- 
ed to keep him freo. 

It was not fr(jm that (piarter that 
malice or vindicliveiiesa was to bo looked 
for.. He at least had no disappointed 
expectations to. excite maleyolenco. 

The applicitioh of the law to the pre- 
sent case upon tho iintliorities cited, re- 
quires that tho defeiidaiib must prove 
allirmativoly by sullicient ovidenco to sat- 
isfy tho consoieiico of the .ludge, that tho 
will is tlio valid will of a capable, intLdli- 
gent and freo testator; and that can only 
be oir^ioted by moans of the evidence. 

Tho i)resent case must therefore bo de- 
cided principally by fair conclusions to 
be drawn from an accurate comparison of 
tho evidence on both sides, and analysis 
of admitted foots; tho declarations of the 
deceased to trustworthy witnesses, hia 
letters and correspondence; his hopes and 
wishes; his liabits and character; and the 
evidence of independent witneaaes 011 the 
ono aide as compared with the ovidenco 
of McBeath and his family and tho testi- 
mony of independant witnesses on his 
side, and having regard to all tho bur 
rounding circumstancos of the c:isu. 

Tho plaintilfs case a.s dejiicted in tho 
correspondoiico to which 1 refer brought 
down to tho most recent date, in tho ovi- 
denco of Uarrott, Kirsop and il. T. Wil- 
liams, is just .13 might have been expect- 
ed, simple, natural and clear. 

It is tirst presented to tho Court by 
the old man's nephew, Thomas Adams, 
who for the first time in his life gave evi- 
dence in a court of law. This 'i'honms, 
the plaintiff, is a t;dl sailor-like man, iiuw 
ad\'aiiced in years, in manner simple and 
straightforward, and will; a clear open 
eye, as becomes a witness of tho truth. 

After -m industuous life in which he 
suffered much from, exposure, he became 
an inmate of the aged and infirm Sailors' 
lioiiie, an almshouso at Egroniont, near 
Liverpool; and was summoned hither to 
))roteob his interests and that of hia 
family in the matter of his unde's pro- 
perty, long promised to him, hut now 
claimed by the defendant. 

A very important part is played in the 
case by letters from his deceased uncle to 
himself, which ho received during a long 
succession of years. 

Those letters and tho evidence, prove 
incontestably that from the 25th October, 
1878, down to the period of his death, he 
had time after time, year after year, most 
distinctly promised to leave all his pro- 
perty (which he had on. niore_ than one 
occasion most carefully and minutely de- 
scribed) to this nephew Thomas, express- 
ing deep personal interest also in his and 
his brother William's family and connoc- 
tiona. 

To read these letters intelligently it ia 
necessary to oonaider what all the wit- 
nesses on both sides agree was the cliar- 
actor of the old man Adams who wroto 
thoni, on which I have already touched. 
All these concur in describing him as a 
man whoso lite extended long beyond tho 
allotted span; his age is placed to a day 
through 0110 of his letters at 84; of close 
and regular habits, strict and just in his 
dealings, very independent in all his 
ways: of ah exceptional character for 
truthfulness, honesty and integrity; of 
uncomproniising steadiness and tenacity 
of purpose; whoso promises and resolu- 
tions once expressed, it was usolosa to at- 
tempt to chaiigo; but who, unfortunately, 
was particularly deaf (aa far back as .1888 
ho says : "I am now close on 81," and 
also "very deaf, since 1 got tho rheii- 
mdtic piiiiis in the heud" and this in- 
creasing deafness was particnlurly shown 
when he was unaccuatomed to tho 
sjie.aker's voice. 

Tho letters show that although it waa 
thirty-six years since he had been living 
in the same town in England with hia 
nephew, an interval during which he 
had been roaming all over tne western 
world, following his vocation aa a printer, 
and at last settled down on a competeiieo 
in Victoria, ho had not fonjotten tho 
nephew whom ho had left aa boy; but sot 
to work with characteristic tenacity of 
purpose in 1878, to lind liini out. On 
discovering him, from that time forward 
he voluntarily entered into and main- 
tained correspondence with him, steadily 
adhered throughout to tho promise ho 
had repeatedly made of leaving this 
nephew tho whole of hia property at his 
death, and should ho outlive tlio nci>bew, 
then tho property should go this iieidiow's 
children and grandchildren. To this 
promise he adhered without a single 
break or expression of change of inten- 
tion, up to within three months of Iiia 
doccaao. 

Consistently with all thia, ho expressed 
(what in a man ao sparing of enthusiasm 
as himself nnist bo called) a strong family 
interest, continually requiring every par- 
ticular as to Christian- name, ago, mar- 
riage, individual character, occupation 
and tho like, their poor circumstances 
and all their needs, which time and 
again, unsolicited, he promised should 
not be forgotten in his will. With this 
lirofessed object ho was particular in ob- 
tiuniiig their addresses and clianges of 
address up to tho jirescnt time. 'Those 
were afterwards, during tho trial, pro- 
duced before the Court, carefully noted 
d(jwii in one of Ms books, for use, when 
the jiropor time should arrive, 

1 have no doubt, from what these let- 
ters reveal, and tho length of time (owing 
to tho itilirmity of ago, dilliculty of going 
to tho post and rheumatism) during 
which ho kept the nej^how'a Icttcis,, bo- 
fore replying, and from the internal evi- 
dence of the correppondenoB itself, that 
all the letters ho received from the plain- 
till', containing tho full particulars do- 
maiided, were preserved among his 
papers in tho house when bodied. What 
became of thoin, there is no evidence to 
show, except they might have boon burnt 
among those papers that wore put in the 
fire at the time of cleanings up the house. 

The admitted account of old Adam's 
character loavoa a fixed iinproasion on 
mind that ho was tho last man who would 
sjieak or act a lie; or would, in the moat 
heartless manner, net tho pij,rt of dolib- 
orately encouraging false hopes, year 
after year, in anyone's broast, much less 
that of a poverty-struck relation, to crush 
thorn at ono blow on hia death. 

Such waa tho character of tho old Sini- 
uol Adams and such the solemn promises 
made by him to his poor relations. 



Lot us now contrast those with the 
proraisoa alleged to have boon made, be 
it remembered, by the same manirtoi bha - 
defendant ^ioBoatll, during the same 
time that ho was writing those letters. 

'I'liere aro several roiiiarkablo pecu- 
li-irities which di.stinnuish tho i\IcBeath 
pidiiiisoH from those made to tho plain- • 
tilt', 

First. Lii(o iiiauy international claims 
we lia\-o heard of, tlioy gtow by accru- 
tion; slight and slmdowy nt lirst, they 
gradually, in tho evidence of JlcBeatli 
and hij family, but still cnnfes^edly in- 
distinct and liyi>otlietical, gradually as- 
sume form !uid slmpo, not ao much from 
greater certainty of cxpre.s.sion, as from 
frequoucy of iteration, by members of the 
IMcIioath family, until at last on tho 
death bed whore certainty waa absolutely 
necessary, thoy aro made to assume the 
form of a definite acknowledged plodga 
of long standing, on the occasion in 
which tho dying man ia said to have ad- 
miited a distinct promiso, in the words, 
"as 1 always pr-nniscd you, Mac," but of 
this more anon 

Sec(jndly. The alleged promiaea, in- 
definite and vaguo us I have described, 
wore confined entirely to tho evidence of 
McBeath and his family. It is not even 
alleged that a soul outside of that family, 
or any of tho old man's acquaintances 
and noiglibors, Kirsop, Barrett or Wil- 
liams, over heard the least surmise of 
them, altlnnigli Kirsop and W^iUiams 
wore consulted by Adiuiis about the dis- 
position of his projiorty. 

Thirdly. The consideration sot forth 
for thorn (for thej' aro alleged to have 
boon iiiado long before his last illness) for 
aomo ton years, a few visits intorclianged 
from time to tiinu, latterly almost dis- 
continued, (if the testator is to bo be- 
lieved "1 have no visitors now,") and 
a few "choroH," or friendly services, 
which evoryono in a now oouutry does 
gratii uously for his neighbors, is utterly 
inadequate to supply a reason for the old 
gentleman's broach of faith toward his 
own family. 

Fourthly. It is not by any means a 
proof of the intimacy claimed, that Adams 
did not once describe all his ])roperty to 
McBeath as ho did several times to his 
nephew, and also to one of bis neighbors 
when he tbottglit of changing his invest- 
ment; so much so that/defendant declares 
it was only after his death, and tho actual 
proh.ite of tho will that ho knew ho had 
$2,000 odd in tho Savings Bank; 
although Kirsop sweikrs that ho particu- 
larly told him of it at tho time of Adams' 
leaving, and pressod him to got tho old 
man to make a will to his nephew. , 

Fifthly. McBeath carefully avoids 
dates, 80 ho cannot bo specifically contra- 
dicted, while the dates of tho promises to 
tho plain till aro spocilio and exact. 

Sixthly. Throughout, McBeath care- 
fully eschews all kncwledgo of the old 
man's relations, and persiata in hia ignor- 
ance, ovon after being directly informed 
of their existence by his wife. 

The correspondence I hatfe referred to 
between uncle and nephew .(which, for 
convenience was termed "The Adams 
Correspondence") shews that the old man 
know well that his nephew, Thomas, was 
in destitute circumstances, and an inmate 
of an almshouso. He expressly refers 
with kindly sympathy to the fact that his 
nephew has a daughter, a widow witli 
orphan children of hia own. blood, left 
destitute in the irorldj'tmd that lie l)afl a 
married daughter, ia wihom he bakes 
especial interest, with a fomily of young 
children. 

The old man not only makes these re- 
peated promises in writing, to leave 
everything to his nephew, but tolls 
Kirsop and AVilliams, bis acquaintances 
and neighbors, of his intentions and 
shews thoni a pencil will ho had drawn 
up to carrj' these intentions into eflcct. 

These, therefore, are circumatancea 
clearly proved, under which, upon tho 
authority of the cases already cited, the 
Court ia bound to entertain suspicions 
affecting tho validity of the will ; and 
which throws the onus upon the benoli- 
ciary who propounded tho will, and who 
has been instrumental in procuring it, to 
roiuove the suspicions attaching to it, and 
that by allirinitivo and irrefragable evi- 
dence. 

McBeath ia unable to deny those facts; 
but says AdaiuK told him that ho had de- 
stroyed a will prepared for him by 
Williams; but never told him what was 
in it, and though he cannot deny what 
was set forth in this long correspondence, 
his counsel endeavored to tuinimii'.e and 
neutralize its etlbct, by inforrhig, that at 
last, contrary to what ho admits to have 
boon Adams' nature and character, and 
tho express object of the latter part of 
his life, that the old man had changed 
his mind. 

The termination of the correspondence 
with its written assurances coining down 
to within three months of hia death, and 
continued by the evidence of his neigh- 
bors and acvuaintances, brings us down 
to tho unhajipy occasion of liia last at- 
tack and sufferings which ia already be- 
fore us. Then, when stricken down by 
his final illness, utterly prostrate and 
helpless, as Dr. Milne, after carefully 
sounding him, expressod it, "tho clock 
had nearly run down," ho was persuaded 
by his friends, much agaiiiat his will, tu 
leave his own house and go for caro and 
treatment to the house of tho defendant, 
who to tho .. neighbors was apparently 
only an acquaintance, but now allogoi 
himself to have been an intimate friend. 

'I'here was enacted the scene out of 
which the [ireaent action sprung; for to 
uao the words of tho learned Attoriioj'- 
(Jeiieral, in hia ablu ami effectivo siiin- 
niary, "tho very day after his removal ho 
makes a will leaving everything absolute- 
ly to hia acquaintance or friend, in whose • 
house ho was living, and giving the lie 
to every promise he had boon making hia 
nephew and children for the ])rcceding 
eight years, and which will, if made in 
his sober, deliborato senses, would indi- 
cate, on tho part of tho testator, lui utter 
abandonment of those principles of 
truth, justice and determination of pur- 
pose, for which, during a life of upwards 
of four score years, he had boon so re- 
markable." 

I have already taken notice of tho ad- 
mitted fact that tho old mini is not even 
alleged to have intimated hia intention so 
to leavn his projierty to anyone, except 
tho dofondant, in whoso favor the will 
was drawn, and his family. 

Then as to^the mode of making the 
will. Tho ovidetice shews that it waa 
procured and drawn through tho direct 
iHBtruinoiitality of tho defendant, in 
Aviiose fiwor it wus made, Ho wont to a 
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lawyer, a, young 8olicitor of eood char- 
actor !Ui(l iL'jnito, and who iictotl in j)or- 
foct ^ood failli, but without luiy oxpor- 
ieiico in ii similar ciiao, hulI atraii^er to 
;tho tcsitator. tfficQ statoJ that liobo- 

■-lieved the bcnoliciary tuld hiiu ou tho 
way up to tho defoiidaut's house "that 
■the deceased niian,liad 110 retationa in the 
world, that ha was quite alone in tliu 
world," and this iuiprossiun would ac- 
count for his not liaviiiy; allied tho old 
man if liu had any rolationa, aiul in that 
oaao auL,'yi.'3tiiig a provision for thoni, 
Througli this goutloiuau lie liad tlie will 
drawn up in lejjal form in tlio shupo (ho 
swears) directed by tho testator (.an al- 
legation which his wife and sister-in-law 
do not confirm) but one whiolt- exactly 
suited himself, and in that shape brought 
it to tho old man's bedaide. It is not do- 
niod, also, that ho was present and snj)- 
porting tho old man up in tho bed dur- 
ing tho execution, and that his v.dfo as- 
sisted to help him up, and that he was 
present the wholo time that Mr. Ball, his 
lawyer, tras with tho testator, and DIr, 
Hall and a brother-in-law at tho banoli- 
ciary under the will attested its ereou- 
tion. Neither is it denied that, al- 
though ho knew Dr. Jlilno was c(nnini,' 
to tho house that afternoon, he avoided 
-asking him any (jueations as to tho tts- 
lator, or to bo present at tho execution 
of tlie will. The only ouo who distinctly 
al^ea that tho old man actually gave in- 
structions in favor of the dofendant, is 
tlio dcfondant himself, sc ipsum seripsit 
hero la,,. 

And how does McBeath attempt to re- 
move tho suspicions which the law and 
the facta comiiel tho Court to entertain ! 

And what ia the value of his tcatiinouy 
ill cleariuij; hinisoU ? for on that very 
much deperiLls; f(;r round him as tho 
coiitre figure of tho piece, the evidence 
of all the other witneasBB in tho case is 
grouped. 

It wid thcroforo ho necessary to re- 
gard it, first, of itNolf; second, as com- 
pared with that of the otluir witnesses — 
ao as to note and weigh the ])oints where 
they differ— to that oiul it will bo iieeos- 
aary occasBionally, indeed more f reixuont- 
ly than one would otherwiso desire, to 
use the words of tho witnesses them- 
selves. 

I confess that in view of the facts dis- 
covered during the trial, I could not fol- 
low the learned counsel for the defence 
in his emphatic eulogy on tho diainl cr- 
ested nature of the defendant's hciiovo- 
lence, or in the implicit reliance which 
he bespoke for his "unshaken" testimony 
in the box. 

If ho and his family who repeated tho 
alleged promises, of several years stand- 
ing, almost in iho very same ivords, like 
the "chorus" of the Greek l)lay, 
are to be believed, the defendant 
must have been for years deair- 
0U3 of exercising his henovolenco on his 
old friend by getting luni into his house; 
though always put otf with a polite pro- 
mise; "J/ 1 go to livo anywhere else, I 
will come to you." Making all allowanco 
for the want of culture on which his 
counsel dwelt, the defendant's mode of 
delivering his evidence in the box, was 
to me as a jury, the reverse of satisfac- 
tory. His demeanor, the manner of de- 
livery, a description of vhich Could not 
possibly find its way into a reporter's 
notes, form a moat important factor in 
weighing tho value of his evidence. It 
was halting, circuitous and evasive; and 
uttered with averted eye, in so low a 
Yoice that with the most unremitting at- 
tention it could nat be clearly hoard. 
His own counsel withia a few feet in 
•front of him more than once experienced 
this difficulty, and impoUod him to sptnk 
■up. 

To the Court he presented the ap- 
.pearance of a witness who was studying 
not to say, rather than that of ono who 
was ready to declare all he know; allow- 
ing counsel to repeat the questions with 
variations and adaptations, until he had 
apparently grasped some idea of the pro- 
bable elToct of his answers en his inter- 
ests. 

1 endeavored to look at his evidence 
from the standpoint from which ho 
wished it to be regarded, as that of a 
man who has quite unknowingly and 
innocently deprived some poor and des- 
titute relations of the deceased of their 
inheritance; and who felt a certani natur- 
al de<;ree of hesitation in advancing the 
proofs necessary to support his claim. 
But i\s the examination went on, there 
was such patent "suppression" and "sug- 
gestion" that it gradually became irapoa- 
sible to regard him from that point of 
view. 

His whole case was that in 1879, when 
he came to Victoria and became acquniiit- 

cd with tho deceased, they lived as bache- 
lors in adjf.'ining rooms, and had that in- 
tercourse which such proximity of two 
working men suggests, walking and cliat- 
ting together aa occasion served. That 
went on for two years, then Adams wont 
to the cottage he had built on Yiew 
street, and McBoath wont into businoss 
in Fort street with one Cunningliain, 
who managed the business while IMcUeath 
wont to rcaido at Muirhead & Mann's 
factory, of which he became foreman;and, 
to his credit he it said, has remained so 
ever since. 

The acquaintance of the two was of 
course not increased by tho change, hut 
they saw each other occasionally. 1 1 
never went beyond tho limits of a friendly 
acquaintance. In 1888 McBeath married 
and wont to live in Victoria West, two 
miles away from Adams, there once in a 
while exchanging visits. MoBoatli stated 
ho used to do Bever»r*53dl jobs ("chores") 
for Adams, such as cleaning tho gutter 
of his little cottage of leuve.s, inakiiig a 
small deal table, ])utting up a shelf, 
splitting a little kindling, picking a few 
apples, and ihjing little trilling services of 
that kind which in a new country one 
neighbor readily does for another, with- 
out any idea of remunetatioii. 
' Through these years, though they had 
considerable talk of travels and so forth, 
and occasionally about r> sister in Austra- 
lia and one in Ireland, who ho told tli 
dofondanl had died recently, "lie never 
spoke about any otlicr relations, outside 
of some friend or aci)uaintaiico that he 
Slid wished to come and live with him." 
(This presumably was the plaintill", vide 
tho correHpciiideuee.) "Ho said tliey had 
dune nothing for him and didn't know 
as he had any roaHon lo be bothered wilh 
liim. Ho spoke of iiini as a sort of 
friend.'' 

(Utterances as unlike thoso of the old 
man, as exhibited in his correspondence, 
as could woll bo.) 

MoBoath added that when he had done 



these "chores" (or odd jobs) about tho 
place, Adams would say : '"That is first 
rate, Mac, 1 will pay you well for this 
Bomoday. " "Ho had just tho same ex- 
pression every time M'hen 1 did work for 
him and ho never offered to pay mo any 
other way" (and this vague oxpresaiou 
tho defendant asks the Court to construe 
into a promiso of his inheritance,) 

' 'He never used to call me anything, 
only '3Iac. ' " (George Barrett, an in- 
timato aciiuaiiitancQ of Adams, when 
asked, more than once, if the old man 
did not call defi'iulant "I\Iao," when Bar- 
rett was there, answered; "No, ho never 
did so when 1 was present.") 

During dio last year ho said : "That 
in talk and conversation and habits, ho 
didn't see very little change in Adams, 
hut thought that he was getting t)lder, of 
ciuirse." That Adams once talked to 
him of a will. Ho .said 11. T. Williams 
and some more of them around hero had 
been all the time insisting upon him to 
make out a will and after tho will was 
drawn up that he told McBeath that it 
did nob suit him and he destroyed it. 
"That's the words "ho spoke to me," 
saitli IMcDoath. 

Ailani!, did not tell him nor did he ask 
what was in the will ik r did he see it. 
Adam's attitude throuLihout dues not 
support the defendant's claim to intimacy 
or cohfideiieo, nor does McBeath saj' 
anything of tile will drawn by the old 
man in pencil in contirniation of his 
promise to his nephew, to which Wil- 
liams swore, and which is uncontradicted, 
and I have no reason to doubt was the 
fact. I f so it .'supports the correspond- 
ence and is iiL;aiiisl Jlclieath. 

Tho defendant gives an account of tho 
illness of old Adaina and the proceedinya 
in View street on the occasion t)f his re- 
moval to McBeath 's to the ell'ect I have 
already giren, 

"1 remoniber tho time the old man 
was taken sick. Well, it was on Blonday 
evening, the Dth iS'oveniher. When I 
goc there Cloorge Barrett was there. Ho 
was giving him drinks; giving him ivanii 
drinks and keeping uj) a fire in the stove. 
I went into tho house and George Barrett 
told' me the old man was pretty ill. I 
went into tho room where he was and 
talked to him a while, I stayed till half- 
])asc nine. Barrett aj^reed to stay with 
liim all nisilit. 1 loft and returned tho 
next niorning, when 1 went in 1 found 
Mr. B.irrett tiiere, he was lying aloii;,'side 
of the old man on tho floor. (Barrett 
seems to have been a faithful guard and 
nurse.) "Ho was asleep when 1 went in, 
at least ho woke up after I went in and 
of course he got up then, and said he 
would go down and have some breakfast 
if I would remain with him, nnd 1 told 
him I would remain with him, and Mr. 
Barrett returned there about noon 
again." (Tliia is tho iutorvnl during 
wliich McBeath must have taken the o|)- 
portunity for the private talk with Adams 
urging him to come to his house, of 
which he afterwards speaks.) 

"The doctor was called in. He came 
with nio. The doctor advised him to bo 
taken to luy place. Yes. 1 had spoken 
to Mr. Adams about it before, 1 told him 
on iMonday, tho night before, he had 
better come down to my place, where he 
would he taken care of by my wife and 
Mrs. Modeland, and he said if he was re- 
moved away from there at all he would 
go to my place." (it is beyond -a doubt 
that ho was particularly disinclined to go. 
Barrett, Kiisop and Williams ])ut tliat 
beyond a jieradventure.) 

"Woll, tlie next day the doctor came. 
I think before he came, Mr. Kirsop and 
Mr. McDonald came in and they advised 
him to go to my place, that it was a very 
[rood thing for him to go there where ho 
would be taken caro of. The doctor ad- 
vised him tcj go. So of course tho old 
gentleman was willing enough to go." 
(Barrett and Kirsop say directly the con- 
trary.) "If he was removed from his 
house at all he would go to my place. " 
(Always dependant on an "if.") 

Tho apparent intention of the follow- 
ing examination was to bring out the 
benovolenco which induced ilcBeath to 
press his invitation ; 

Q — What object had you in asking 
him to be taken to your house ? A. — ^He 
always promised to live with us, he said 
"if" ho had to leave his place in his last 
days he would go with us. 

Q. - Did you have any object in view ? 
A. — No, no oljject in view only his long 
promises before. 1 thought ic was per- 
fectly right for mo to ask hitn to come, 
when ho had always promised to como 
and live with us and in fact he promissd 
several times when he was well and going 
around that he would come and live with 
us. 

(.Vt last tho witness gets his cue from 
the question.) 

Q. — Did y(ju want him for his own 
sake 1 A. — Well, ju.Bt for company's 
sake for the old gendeman, being all 
alone in the house by himself, jnstffir 
him to come and live with us that he 
would not bo so loueaonie in his own 
home. 

— Because you did not think ho 
would hr. so lones(.'me and it wouhl he 
better for liim to live with soniebncly 
than himself / A.— Yes sir, because he 
was always complaining about being louo- 
some. VVhon ho was sick my wife wont 
up to SCO him a week before and took up 
some fresh eggs for him. She wonb up 
on Bever.-il "ccasions to 800 llOW the oid 
gentleman was. 

On tho caro of old Adams, lie says : 
Q. — Did you take good caro of tho old 
gentleman / A. — Y'es, sir, sat up night 
and day with him, we took it in turn 
sitting u]) night and day with huii. 

Q. — Was lie getting v/orse ! A. — Afti^r 
ho got down there, aftei- he got uaruuid 
U]) and something to eat and attended to, 
he seemed to change altogetlnu- from 
what ho was when he was taken down, 

(That is from tho day before, when lie 
was so utterly prostrated and half dead V) 
Q, — Did you say anything to him 
abon; a will V A, — No, 

Q. — Jlr. KirHo|) .said ihiit before you 
took him down there he asked you to sue 
that Mr. Adams Hliould make a will in 
favor of his nephew if ho was ccnnpetenl ? 
A. — Nothing was said to mo about a will 
by Mr. Kirsop. 

Q, — Did you say anything to Mr. 
Adams afeout a will after he came down 
tij your place y A.— No, sir, not until 
after he sent for me. 

Q. — Tell us about that, what is tlio 
lirat thing that you know V A. — Mrs. 
Mudeland came up to Mr. Muirhcad's 
house and told Mr. Muirhead the old 
gontleuiun wanted to see me. In conse- 
quonoo of what Mr. Muirhead said I

1 asked him if 
ho had any particular lawyer that he 
wanted to do his work. ' I did not know 
if ho had any ])articular lawyer that ho 
wished for his own work or not, he never 
nuuitioned it, so he said : "No, get any- 
one you widi." " , 

(.}. — Now was that all tho conversation 
at the time '/ A. — Yea. 

(He had omitted tlireo particular words 
so his cuiinsel made him go over it again.) 

<,>. — -You went into tho room and you 
.said what ? A.- — 1 asked Mr. Adams 
what is the matter and what ho wanted 
nie for. 

(J. — Y'es I A. — .\iidhesaid he always 
promised me what litclo was left after he 
was through with it, that 1 should have 
it, and for me to get a lawyer to make 
out a will ia my favor. (These words wit- 
ness omitted in hia first account of it.) 
And I asked him if he had any particular 
l.iwyor that wished to do it, and ho said 
iicj, to got anyone 1 wished. 

Q. — -Did ho Bay anything more A. — 
No. 

(^Continuing Mr. McBeatli'a evidence 
from the point where the instructions 
for the will are given, \^itneBS is asked :) 
Q. — Then what did you do, did you do 
anything more ? A. — No, 1 came up to 
town and just took the first lawyer I 
came to, that was Mr. Hall here, i did 
not knort- him at that time. 1 went into 
the lirat law ollico 1 came to. Mr. Hall 
was not in, Then I wont up to the 
doctor (Dr. Milne) to go down, ho had 
bettor go down and see the old gentle- 
man. Dr. Milne had been every day to 
see him .-It my house, lie was iittending 
him befoi-o. Then I went back to Mr. 
Hall .■Liiil Air. Mall was in. Then 1 told 
Mr. Hall wh.at the <dd gentleman had 
told ino and Jlr. Hall wont to work and 
drew up a will there, I believe. 

Q — And then what? A. — And after 
it was— what Mr. Hall could do in the 
cjtlice; ho went down wilh me to 
the house. Mr. Hall stayed in the front 
room a little while and then we both 
went in together, and 1 told Mr. Adams 
this was Mr. Hall cuine in about tho will, 
and he "allright Mac," and he did not 
get up just then. In a few minutes ho 
got up. 

Q. —Did ho get up alono? A.— No, 1 
helped him" (his wife assisted him) "and 
he sat on tlio bedside" (supported by Mc- 
Beath) "and i\Ir.Hall had a little conrer- 
satiou with him. " 

Q. — Can you coll us what i\Ir. Hall 
said? A.-Wel!, Mi. Hall read part of 
the will over to him, and ho seemed that 
he was "a little" hard of hearing, and 
then ho went on, I think, with two or 
three words of the first, and he asked 
him if he understood what ho w.as saying 
and he said "yes," and Mr. Hall repeat- 
ed the same over to him again, and a littlo 
loader; ho know that he was a little deaf 
of hearing, and after it was all read over 
to him he naked" him if he wss willing 
that everything should bo left to nio and 
ho said "yes, perfectly willing that it 
should bo left to Mr. McBeath." 

(,>. What took place then I A. And 
Jlr. Hall read over tho wholo will to him 
after ho had it all fixed up, and then ho 
and 1^1 r. Modeland signed it. And after 
it was signed and all this he told me to 
get some money in the purse and pay 
that goncloinan now, for his trouble. 

(J. Do you reineinher anything that 
was s;iid beside that. (io over it again ? 
A. (Witness repeats in substance tho 
aforegoing and adds): "Mr. Hall asked 
him after it was over, if ho was willing 1 
should be heir to hia property." "Yes, I 
remember the signing of the will; ho 
done it himself, sat up" (in another place 
it is stated, supported by Alclieatli) "on 
the side of tho bed and signed the will." 

Blra. Mc Heath's evidence does not 
agree with -Mr. iMcBeath'a on these im- 
portant points — tho alleged promiiio,.and 
the direction to make it in McBeath 's 
favor, 

I\Ira, iMcBeatli loquitur. 
"Mr. Adams told Mr. McBeath ho 
wanted him to gob a lawyer to make out 
a will." 

Q. You heard him? A. Yes, (juitc 

distinctly. 

Q. Tell us what you heard him say? 
A. Then he told Mr. McBeath he wanted 
to get up, and so ho got up. 

<.,). 1 would liki! yi>u t(j give us as near- 
ly as you can remember tho exact words 
Mr. Adams used when he gave instruc- 
tions to Mr. McBoath to got the will 
made out? A. He was in tho other 
room but I heard this distinctly; I was 
not just in the room with tho old gentle- 
man. 

< J. .And you did not hear all tlwt was 
s.aid / A. (Thus helped by the eouiiKel, 
althniii^di she said 'I heard this distinct- 
ly') Of cour.te I was going about, my 
work and did not pay him the attention, 
you know. 

Q. Tell us what you did hear? A. I 
heard liim wanting to get up and so Mr. 
McBeath called me in and *wo' heliaul 
him up. 

<,». What conversation passed between 
Mr. .Adams and Mclieath that you heard? 

-A. AVuU, when Mclieatli came in 

When McBeath came in what did 
you lu;ar V A. I t(dd you what I heard. 

Q. Kindly repeat as nearly aa you can 
remember? A. Well, Adams said, 'Mac, 

r would like 1 wish you would get a 

lawyer to make out a will. ' That is as 

near as I 

<vh Did ho mention any lawyer's name? 
.A. No, sir, he did not. Mr. McBeath 
asked if ho had any particular one, and 
ho said nob. ' ' ' 

'i. Did he say what particular disposi 
tion ho wished to make of his ' property ? 
.A. No, not as 1 rouollect, 

Mrs. Modeland'a evidence (which is 
[iraised to an extravagant extent by de- 
feiulaiit's counsel) iu'(/i' reporter's notes, 
p. Ji, line 11, (.'/ 3i;q, difi'ors also niatorial- 
ly from McBeath's as to tho alleged 
promise and ' the . instructions' from 
Adams to McBoath. 

She says : — (p. 8 of hor evidence). 
"When iMcBeath came in lie asked mo if 
Mr, Adams was worse, and I said I did 
not think sn, but he wanted to see him 
nnd Mr. McBeath went into tho room 

and 1 heard" 

Q, Was the door closed ? A. No, sir. 
Q, Whore were you ? A. "In the kit- 
chen" (into which the littlo room Adams 



wished for him to go for a lawyer; that 
ho wanted to make a wiU." 

Said he wanted to make a will 1 
A. Y''e8, sir. 

Q. Wero those the exact ; words he 
used ? A. I could nob say as they ^ wero 
the exact words, but it was to that ell'ect. 

-'When asked to repeat her evidence, 
she does bo the second time as above, and 
when pressed to ro|)eat her evidence a 
third time as to what occurred from tho 
time iNIeBeath entered into tho room, 
she does so, in the/ following words : — 
"Woll, when he (jame ! he. asked me if 
Mr. Adams was any worse, and I told 
him no, I did not think he was but ho 
wished to see him; and he went into tho 
room where Mr. Adaina was, but I could 
not just say what ho did say to Mr. 

Adams, and Air. Adams said to him 

ho called him 'Mac' — that he wished to 
get a lawyer to make out a will, and Mr. 
McBeath asked him if ho l^ad any par- 
ticuhir lawyer that he wished him to get 
and ho said 'no,' he could get any one ho 
wished." 

Neither bhe wife nor tho aistor-iii-law, 
who wero both there at thetime, and heard, 
make any mention, whatever,of thewords: 
"Mao, 1 have always promised you what 
littlo 1 had left; after 1 was through you 
could have it," or of the alleged instruo 
tions to make the will in McBeath's 
favor. 

1 can 800 nothing, so far, to remove 
any of the grave auapicion which neces 
airily enahrouda tins case. 

While alluding to i\lrs. McBeath's evi 
denee, 1 injtico she mentions that Adama 
'used to bring her littlo presents of dif- 
ferent tliinga,' (presumably in acknowl- 
edgnient of hor and tier hush ind's atten- 
tions.) 

She adds : "He always told me If he 
left his house ho would come and live 
with us. " 

Another matter ia worth mentioning as 
it distinctly, though undesignedly, contra 
dicta tlio witnesses, Phillijis and Isaac 
Modeland, on the subject of the old man's 
deafness. Mrs. McBeath says : "1 
don't think Mrs, Mable entered into con- 
versation with Mr. .Adams, because i(c 
ii-ii.-i it;// hii;-:! ,f " Ceorgo Bar- 

rett, Kirsi'p and others, and tho old man 
himsolt, aver the same, whereas Isaac 
Mudcliuul Bay.s that "he sjioke to Adams 
in his ordinary voice; Adams was a littlo 
deaf;" and ho adds "1 did not talk louder 
to him than I am talking to you," » and 
certainly the witness did not raise his 
voice in court, and Modeland was a wit- 
ness to the will. 

Isaac Jlodeland was not a satisfactory 
or accurate witncaa, for ho considered 
there "was not very much tho matter with 
Adams, only a little stifT and sore." 

He s.-xys, too, after describing frequent 
visits to Adams, "he used to state Mc- 
Beath was a very good friend of bis and 
everything he had he would leave it to 
him." Tliis ho afterwards qua'ified by 
adding, "as near as 1 could make out," 
tho moaning of which phrase ho could 
not explain, nor could ho say when he 
first hoard it. 

Ho says bhe old man always talkad "of 
leaving everything he had in favor of Mc- 
Beath." 

Q. When ? A. Off and on, whenever 
1 used to bo there. 

i). How many times ? A. Very 
near every time we had aiiy conversatiun 
with ono another. 

Q. Why did you not tell this yesterday? 
A. I don't thihkXvas asked it yesterday, 
not that I know of. 

Q. Did you inform BIr. Hall of this 
fact? A. I might for all I know. 

You can't tell whether you did or 
not / A. No. 

Ono thing, however, ho docs stato 
that Adams said: "Can 1 alter this 
(the will) at any time ? " to which Mr. 
Hall replied, "Any time, right now, if 
you want it." 

It is to be borne in uiind that Mode- 
land'a visit and conversation with Adams 
in very nearly every one of which he 
said ho was going to leave everything to 
McBeath, began in 1S8;J, and ho was in 
^'ictoria from 1883, with tho intermis- 
sion of three years he was away down 
East, lo 1893, consequently ho 'must 
have boon under a miasappreheiision 
when ho said they took place after .Ad- 
ams' sister was dead. 

Ho proTca too much and too vaguely 
as to tho alleged promises to be a truat- 
Wi)rthy witness. 

AVo now come to the evidence of l\ r. 
Hall, who was not acquainted with any 
of the parties until suddenly called in to 
make this will. 

Mr. Hair, ]ui;d,'i„-r. 
as to tho preparation and making of the 
will, is important: "Mr. McBeath came 
to me at five o'clock ono day and told 
me the kind of will Adams wanted mo 
to make. I wrote it out i:; :ny odice 
rrhilc ho was wailing. Owing to deten- 
tion at the jiowcr housu (on the way to 
llr. Adams, at McBeath's) it waa 7 j),m. 
before it was signed " by the testator' 
(Tho will gave, devised and bequeathed 
all the property of the testator, real and 
jiersonal, whatever and whorosoever, to 
" niy friend," Duncan McBeath, abso- 
lutely ;iiid made him sole executor.) 
When we went into the room Adaina was 
lying in l)ed asleep. In Iho lirat ])laco 
Mr. McBeath told Mr. Adama who 1 
was and what I had come for. "Horo is 
Mr. Hall, a lawyer, with the will which 
ho has come for you to sign," or sonie- 
thinf,' to that eU'ect, and then 1 don't 
think anything further was said until 
Mr. McBoath aaaiBted him. The old 
man sat up on tho side of the bed. He 
was in eonaiderable pain aa he was ris- 
ing. 1 dont remoniber Mr. McBeath 
saying anything further to Mr. Adams 
than I have said. 

" I expect I was the next to speak. As 
near as I can remember, I said ' I have a 
will here which, if you wish to sign, I 
will road it to you, or something to that 
efl'oct, I am not auro of the exact words. 
As near as 1 can romomher, ho asked mo 
to read it * * * This is eighteen 
monbhs ago. * ♦ •» I read the will, 
I read the first sentence and then I 
stopped again, and asked '' do you .hear 
me?' He said 'yes.' I then commenced 
again and read the will through, 

" I then asked him if that was in ac- 
cordance with hia wialiea. He said ' yes, 
ib is. 

" Then I wished to niako sure that it 
was so, 1 just simply altored tho form of 
bhe quesbion a little and said ' do you 
wish bo leave everything you have gob, 
both real and peisonal properby to Mr. 



McBeath?' lie said ' 1 do.' Then the 
will waa signed. 

" After it was signed, he said * ♦ * 
' this should have boon done long ago ' 
Ho also wished Mr. McBeath to pay mo 
for what waa done out of a purso there. 
1 did nob stop to get niy pay * * * 
I simply stayed a few minutes. 

"1 did not know anything of either 
McBeath or the otlior man before. As to 
property, I understood from Mr. Mc- 
Beath that ho liad a house and lot. I 
told him it was neoejsary to got another 
witness, 

"When wo went into the house tho 
family wore at bea.;'! asked Mr.' McBoath 
tho namo of tho niari I siiw at the table. 
Ho said it was Mr. Modehmd, and I said 
' well, call him in, ho will need to be in 
when the will is signed to witness it.' 

" There was no one else in the house 
who could witness it." 

"1 did not fit that time ask or know if 
ho was a relative, have since learned ho 
is a brother-ill-law of McBeath's. 

Q. Now, Mr. Hall, you have made 
many wills before, have you not? A. 
Some. 

And you, I suppose, have boon sent 
for to make wills u])oii emergencies '! A. 
Not very often. Oh, no, 1 did not 
look upon this as an emergency. Well, 
1 suppose it was right to have it done at 
once, becauao tho man was sick. 

Q. Was he represented to you as be- 
ing dangerously sick ? A. No, 1 don't 
think Bo, the oliject of being in such a 
hurry wa.s, the man wa.s sick and we 
never know tho length <if life. 

Yes, this was a very Hiiii])le will. 

Q. Now, don't you think it is prefer- 
able in drawing a will to take your in- 
structions from the man himself, whose 
will you draw? A. I suppose it is if 
you 

Q. AVhy did you not do so in this case? 
A. Well, for tho very roasun thak 1 
W(juhl simply hiivo it ready when we got 
to the house, and then if it was in accord- 
ance wilh hia wishes it wcjuld be sooner 
done. 

(,) Is it not your plan in drawing wills 
to enter into conversation with the testa- 
ten-, discuss his affairs with him gener- 
ally ; why didn't you do that here ? A. 
Well, 1 didn't know there was any par- 
ticular occasion for it. 

(.>,. ' Is it, or ia it not, your practice to 
enter intoa conversation witli your client 
when you are drawing his will and ascer- 
tain the position of his property, and see, 
that is, thatyou and your client thorough- 
ly understand each other? A. Y''es, it is 
gonorally. 

tj. Why did you depart from tho usual 
practice this time ? A. I had not had 
very much practice at that time. 

Q. Y(ju have changed your practice 
since, I suppose ? A, Yes, in that par- 
ticular — — ■ '• 

Q. You did not see the doctor before 
you went to the sick man's bedside ? A. 

No, I did not, No, 1 did not carry 

on any corrcs])ondeiico with tho relatives 
of the deceased. Nor advise anything of 
the kind to bo done. 

By ftlr. Bodwell : 

Q. There was nothing here to excite 
your suspicion when you were getting the 
will signed, was there ? A. Nothing 
whatever. 

By the Court : 

When you wont in there did you ask 
tho old man if he had any relations ? A 
No, sir, 1 did not — 1 had — 1 have an in- 
distinct recollection of Mr. McBeath toll 
ing me ho (Adams) was alono in the 
world. 1 did not ask the old man him 
self if ho had any relations. 

Q. Don't you always ask in the first 
thing in regard to relations when you go 
to make up a will ? A. Woll, your Lord 
ship, 1 holiovo this is the only will 1 ever 
made to any but relations. 

Wouldn't that strike you all tho more 
then I A. Well, I don't know, periiaps 
ib would. 

Don't you know that sometimes in 
making a will is a time to liea'. uji old 
breaches in a family, when a man is at 
the (joint of death and going before his 
Maker I A. As 1 said before, 1 have an 
iiidiatinct recollection of Mr. McBoath 
telling me that the man had no relatives 
living. 

Q. Whereabouts did Mr. McBeath toll 
you that? A. All tho conversation 
that took placo between Mr. McBeath 
and myself took jilaco previous to the 
will being drawn, within my otlice, befnn 
wo v/ent down to tho housu, beside what 
little we may have said on tho way down 
i .j. This was in your office, or on the 
way down ? A. ICS. 

It will ho in place hero to give Old 
Macdoiiald's evidence of the converaati(Ui 
between Kirsop, McBeath and Macdonald, 
on (dd Adama leaving his own house lo 
go to JlcBeath's — (f(U' McBeath lo get a 
will made in favor of tho nephew) as 
contrasted with that of the defendant on 
the sariio subject. 

^fr. Kirsop asked McBeath how tho 
old man was ? McHeath said he was 
asleep. Kirsoj) then told him that if ho 
was, to take him over to hia house to try 
to get him to make a will if he was com- 
petent to. lie told McBoath ho was try- 
ing to get the old man to make a will for 
some years, and that old Adams intended 
what money ho had in the bank, some- 
where over §2,000, and all the property 
to go to his ue])liew in Liverpool. This 
(Macdonald said) was in tho kitchen (but 
Mclieath said it was in thy little room 
(10x1(1 next to the bedrouin where Adams 
hiy) Kirsop, McBeath and Macdonald 
wore standing as hir apart from each 
other aa 1 . "i fium you, i, e. 3 to 5 feet, 
(so there uo clianoe — since Adams 
liL-ing very deaf was asleep and did nob 
require his .-.i i vices, of l\IcBeath not liav- 
ili'_' lu aid K r.soii) 

NN Iiat wore they talking about? Just 
what 1 stated there. Kirsop asked mo 
when the case came up first if I remem- 
bered tho conversation. 

Yes, and he ' told^ you what it was, 
didn't he ? No he did not. 

Asked if you romemhered what it waa ? 

A. He had no need to tell me. 

Q. tie had no need to toll you. — how 
did you como to remember it so well ? 

A. Because that was the only conver- 
tion that was there. 

Q. How long wero you in the house ? 

A. Woll, nob more than five or six 
minutes probably. I couldn't toll you. 
(McBeaLli says "quite a few minutes, 
about twenty minutes or so.)" 

That was about all that was said that 
I reinomber. I don't remember anything 
else. 

Why did Mr. Kirsop ask you to go 
there ? 1 don't know ; 1 never aikcd 
him anything about that. 



But ho asked you to go ? I mot him 
on bhe street ; he asked me it I would go 
uj) to see the old man, bhab he was sick. 
McBeath's Accowtl o/ the Coiwcrtiatioa. 

AVell, when Mr. Kirsop and Mr. Mac- 
donald came there 1 was in tho room as 
he (Macdonald) stated there, and stood, 
it waa not in tho kitchen anywhere; they 
were only in the adjoinint; rooai to the 
bedroom where this conversation book 
place. 

Was anything said about a will there? 
No, not a word said about a will in my 

preaence. 

AVhat waa the conversation about ? 
Tiie conversation was mostly about how 
would bo the best way to do with tho old 
man, to get him removed away from 
tkoro. So, Mr. Kirsop abated- it wroiild 
ho as woll. I told him ha was going to 
c(jmo to my place, and he thought it 
would be all right, it would bo as well to 
take him where he would he cared for. 

And nothini,' was said about a will at 
all? A. All the u-onlif .-idid about u icilL 
tnis httu'fr.ii Veiinjc. Bm-rclt axil I <in 
Ihi: jircrioiis niijlit, hifore. he ii-a.-i )v. 
tnin-f/l. I asked JMr. Barrett if he had 
his will made, and Mr, Barrett said ho 
didn't know, ho didn't know anything 
about hia affairs. And he told me since, 
and 1 have asked him several times since. 
And he said ho didn't know whether tho 
old man had five dollars or five thousand. 
McBeath's Evidence Goniinwed. 

Q. N«w, did i\lr. Kirsop apeak to you 
abcmt the old man making a will in 
favor of his iie]jhew t A. No, he did 
not , he never mentioned a nephew to 
me; 1 did not know he had a nephew 
until this turned u]) in this mabber now. 

(,). I mean Mr. Kirsop, did ho ever say 
anything about it. 

A. No. 

The Court: Y(Ui .say you asked Ceorgo 
Barrett if the old nniii had made a will ? 
-A. Yes, sir, 

(This shows that tho defendant had the 
idea of a will in his mind on his visit at 
Adams' on Monday.) 

Q. Adams never told you where he 
was born ? .A. No. 

(Then follows a long evasive shufUing 
in tho cross oxaminallon as to his age, 
with at last tho same result that he did 
not know his age.) 

Tho following occurs in his evidence as 
to Adams' nationality : 

Q. Did you always have the opinion 
that ho was an Irishman? A. Just 
merely from his conversation and his 
speeches. 

Q. AVua it always your opinion he was 
an Irishman ? A. 1 would not say it waa 
always my opinion ; I would have an 
opinion that he was an Englishman as 
well as an Irishman. 

(So that ho was not intimate enough to 
know Adams' nationality.) 

At to hia visits to Adams in 1S91, 

Q. How many times did you visit him 
in 1891 ? A. Oh 

Q. Did you go to hia house ? A. 
Somewhores in tho neighborhood— — in 
fact I used to go up every two weeks and 
sometimes every week to see him when I 
quit work. 

Q. And how many times did ho como 
to see you at your house ? A. At the 

house ho was thoro four different 

times (at intervals of about a month) and 
throe difl'oronb bimes at the shop where I 
worked (ono of these times with George 
Barrett for lumber.) 

Tho order of events makes it necessary 
now to return to the evidence of Mc- 
Beath. 

Asto thebanlcboolc and ihf Sl',00lJ odd 
in tlie Savinijs Batih. 

In Ilia account of this alao ho was 
vague and evasive. It ia thus described 
in tho notes of trial. 

Q. When you brought away Mr. 
Adams from his house, what property 
did he carry away with him ? A. That is 
from his own house to our place ? 

Q. From his own place to your house 1 
A. He book a box he had there, a clothes 
trunk. 

Q. Waa his bank book among those 
things ? A._ Not that 1 seen. 

Q. Where was it you obtained this 
bank book ? A. When was it ? 

Q. Where was it you' obtained this 
bank book ? A. I got it in his box after- 
wards; (lie does not aay Iiow soon after 
the removal ho lirat saw it) in his trunk. 
It waa a tin bo.x that ho had to keep hia 
deeds and this bank book in. 

(,>. That waa removed at tho time ? 
A. That waa removed at the time in his 
box. 

Q. Removed to your house ? A. Yes, 
sir. 

Q. When did you first hear that de- 
ceaaed had any money in tho savings 
bank l A. Well, I f(jund out from his 
books after tho old gentleman was dead. 

Q. Now, did you not hear that from 
Mr. Kirsop ? A. No, sir. 

Q. Ho did not say that he had $2,000 
in tho bank ? A. He (Adams) Md me 
(I fi'jn I/ears aijo that he hud money in the 
tiiuih, but ho did not tell mo what quan- 
tity. 

Q. You did not hear from Kirsop in 
the presence of Macdonald that ho had 
this money in the savings bank ? A. No, 
sir. 

(,>. Y'ou did not know that ho had 
money in tho savings bank, except from 
what ho told you before, except through 
the books ? A. No, not except through 
the book. v 

(Two things are clear from the evi- 
dence : That he knew Adaina had not 
made a will, and that he had money in 
the bank — when he took tho old man to 
his house, not only from what Kirsop had 
told him at removal, but what tho old 
man had himself mentioned to him bo- 
foro, viz., that Kirsop and Williams had 
been trying unsuccessfully to get him bo 
make a will and that he had monoy in 
the bank, a deposit which his knowledge 
of bhe old man's close and saving.nature 
would assure him must now have reached 
a very substantial sum. So that in any 
caso ho must have had pretty good assur- 
ance, irrespective of Kirsop, Williams 
and Macdonald, that when ho took Ad- 
ams into his liouae Adams had not yet 
niado hia will, and was possessed of a 
decent property, (as ho himself once de- 
scribed i» to his nephew) "well worbh 
looking up." 

The McBtnth Letter. 

Wo now come to tho extraordinary 
self condemning letter which the defend- 
ant wrote to the plaintilT Thomas Adams, 

It is full of "suggestion"- and "supr^. ^ 
preasion," written with a good :d^a5ip£|f^; 
cunning. (But cunning is ■ a'' 'cft>o1ced ' ' 
kind of wisdom after all) and manifestly 
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ideyiaed with the idea of detdrring tho 
heirs from making imy cflort to contest 
tho will, by convoying tlie inipreaaion 
that it was hopoloss, us it wua ii will nmdo 
by tho lawyors sonio limo iigo, implying 
that ovorytliing had boon long ago inaJo 
suro by "tho lawyors, " and that but 
littlu \viii) luft worth contcBting, after the 
portentous array of doctors' fees, "and 
f uuoral and nursoa' expenses aad lawyers 
'expenses was paid," intimating that all 
■was settled past recall or contest, "ao all 
ia settled now" (concluding significantly) 
"and 1 urn in pcjasussion of what little 
was left" (lio might as woll have added, 
■and possession is nine points of tho law). 
This letter of 21st Decoraber, 1881, is 
' 4as follows, commencing with a somi-cou- 
. fidential "Dear Sir :" , 

"Dear Sir: — I drop you these few 
lines to lot you know of Mr. Samuel 
Adams' death, which occurred at my 
homo un tlio 18th day of Novoinbur, JHlJi. 
I have been a parti^uilar good friend of 
liis and always witii him when 1 could. 
fSo ho camo to live with mo. So 1 will 
tell you how ho left what property he 
had. Well, about seven years ago liu 
promised it all to me, what little was left 
after all the doctor's fees and funeral 
and mirso's expenses were paid and 
lawyer's oxponaes. So what littlo was 
loft 1 am in jioascsaion of it, by will, 
which tho lawyers made out in my favor 
. some time ago. So all is settled now and 
1 am in possession of what littlo was left. 
"I am yours truly, 

"D. McBeath." 
Tho close cross-examination of the de- 
fondant by tho Attorney-Goneral brought 
(lut in evidence, that, "whiit littlo was 
loit" roiii'csentcd over 82 000, talcon out 
of tiie bulk by McBeatli, §l,.'iOO of wliieli 
was ox()eiidud in building another house 
on lot 302, View street, that defendant 
had entered iurn an en;;iigemeiit to sell 
the lot and buildings for §8,000, and 
that defendant had still §1,000 in hand 
of the old man's money, an estimated 
amount of about $9,000 in nil. 

It iiuist be reincinbcred also that tliia 
letter was written to a iiiiui who lio had 
never seen, and ho swe.vrs repeatedly, lie 
had never heard of — in aiiawer to direct 
questions from tho Court. 

He hud to acknowledge that James 
Boyd had told him before he wrote this 
letter that R. T. "Williams and friends of 
tho deceased were slirring and writing in 
defence of tho neglected relatives in Liv- 
erpool of their deceased friend, of ndioao 
promises and intentions in tho nephew's 
favor ho had repeatedly informed tlioni. 

It also came out that no nurse's ex- 
penses were paid at all ; and that tho 
lawyer's fees, including caveat, amounted 
to the modest sum of §03, and tho funeral 
expenses aliout 880, tho doctor's about 
Bo'), in all about §174 against S2,57o in 
cash, besides tho land and houses — "the 
littlo that was left." 

It is scarcely atrango Hint Thomas Ad- 
ams, the iiei)hew, should have declined 
to answer such a letter, for tho reason 
delivered with a certain dignity of his 
own : " I considered tho letter was an 
offence." And rightly so, for ho had just 
learned from iiis correspondents in Vic- 
toria tiiat tiio very day after Adams was 
placed, so weak and ill as to bo scarcely 
conscious, in McBeath's charge, had made 
a will iu McBeath's favor absolutely, a 
will made or procured ,to be made by 
himself, disinheriting all his blood rela- 
tions, in whom he had from 1878 down 
to his last illness taken and expressed so 
deep ail interest as tho promised recipi- 
ents of his dying bounty. 

The whole letter was a jiractical ex- 
ample of a man " qui s'excuse," and who 
in that and many other portions of his 
• evidence eviniiesa remarkable economy 
of truth. 

There is nothing in this letter which 
speaks of frank good faith or helps to ro- 
raovo tho suspicions which, on the author- 
ities, the Court ia bound in such a case to 
entertain. 

The evidence in his cross-examinakion 
was most unsatisfactory throughout. 

In one part he states he did not write 
to tho relative or anybody else about Ad- 
ams' death, because lie did not know ho 
had any rehitivoa, and did not know the 
addresses of any of tho old man's friends, 
though he kad thein and afterwards used 
them fruin tho old man's book, 

In another part his wife swears she told 
him tho information Mrs. Noble had 
given her, viz. : that the testator "had 
ne|»hcws in Liverpool and that she 
wished Mr. McBeath to write to them," 
and thb long before the list December, 
4891, when he did write to Thomas Ad- 
ams. 

At another time wo have him (in re- 
ply to tho Attornoy-Cionoral's i]ueHli(jn 
respecting the defendant's letter loThomas 
Adams, and the appearance of his name 
and address and that of two other rela- 
tives of old Adams, on a book left by 
the test;it(n'). What was the necessity of 
writing this letter to Thomas Adams ? 
A. I seen his name in that book there, 
and I thought probably he was .some re- 
lation or acquaintance, or something else 
-of bis, and his name being Adams, 1 
thought I would drop them (sic) a few 
lines to let him know of his death. 

And iiniiiediuloiy after, in answer to a 
question from the Court, when repeating' 
an alleged promise of Adams to leave his 
property to him (iMclicatli), as f.ar back 
as ten years ago (when, bj'-llie-by, tho 
testator was in San Fraiiciaco): 

" That he hnd nobody to leave his 
property to, and ho would just as soon 
leave it to mo as any one." 

Tho Court : Did ho say he had no 
one to leave his property to? A. "Yes, 
air, he said that he had no friend to leave 
it tu, mid lie would as soon leave it to 
me as any one ho knew of and he had no 
one else to leave it to." 

What confidence can one placo in tho 
testimony of such a witness ? And yet 
he is the witness of all others on whom 
-the validity of the will hangs. 

The ovidonce of Dr. Milne on tho side 
of the defendant is not of tho importance 
which one would expect from a medical 
man who has attended a dying man's hod 
where his will is the subject of contest. 

This arises from tho fact that his evi- 
dence is deficient in one most important 
particular— the doiotor knew Adams wiis 
dying, but never onda'regarded him with 
a professional eyo as to his capacity to 
make a free will, nor was his attention 
called to i', and consequently never once 
apjilied those jiarticular test.s wliich 
medical j)raetiee prescribes aa eaaontial iu 
order to ascertain the exact testamentary 
capacity of tho dying man. 

Now, what these medical tests aro tho 
learned doctor could have ascertained 



from a medical work of great repute, 
"Taylor's Medical Jurisprudence," which 
at pago 708, apoak.-i with no uncertain 
sound ; — ho s iys as to tho teats pre- 
scribed for "Wills in Senile Ikmeiiiia, 
— Wills iiiadu in incipient dementia, 
arising from oxtremo ago (Senile im- 
becility), are often disputed, oithor on 
tho ground of mental delicioncy, or of 
the testator, owing to weakness of mind, 
having been subjected to aonttol and in- 
fluence on tho part of interested persons. 
If ft medical man be present when a will 
i.s executed, ho may satisfy himself of tho 
state of mind of a testator by requiring 
him to repeat from memory the mode in 
which he has disposed of the bulk of his 
property. A medical man has Bomotimes 
placed himself in a serious position by 
becoming a witness to a will without 
iirst assuring himself of tho actual mon- 
tiil condition of tlio poraon making it 
(ease of the Duchoss of Manchester, 
185-1). It would always bo a ground of 
justitieation if, at tho request of tho wit- 
ness, tlie testator is made to repeat sub- 
stantially the leading jirovisions of his 
will from memory. If a dying or sick 
person cannot do this without prompting 
orsugg^stion, there is reason to believe 
that ho has not a sane or disposing mind. 
It has been observed on some occasions 
when tho mind has been weakened by 
disoaso or inlirmity from age, that it baa 
suddenly cleared up before death, and 
the person has unexpectedly shown a d 
posing capacity. In Durnoll v. Corlield 
(Prerog. Ot. , July, 1844), a case in which 
an old man of weakened capacity had 
made a will in favor of his medical at- 
tendant, Lualiiiigton held tliat, to reiuler 
it valid, there must lie the clearest proof, 
not only of the factum of the instrumeut, 
hut of the tesla'.or's knowledge of its eon 
tents ("Law Times," duly 27, 1814). In 
West V. Sylvester (November, 18Gi), 
Wilde, J., in pronouncing judgment 
against a will propounded as that of the 
deceased, an agsd lady said: "At the 
time bho executed the will, although for 
many purjioses she might be sai<i to bo in 
her right senses, she waa nevetLiieless 
suft.'eriiig from that failure and decrep 
itudo of memory which prevented her 
from haviiigprcaonttoliermiiid the ijropor 
objects of her bounty, and selecting thoa» 
whom she wished to partake of it." 

p. 70!)— "Wills in i'r/criui'.s.— Wills 
made by persons whoso capacity during 
life has been never doubted, while lying 
at the point of death, or, as it is termed, 
in extremis, are justly regarded with 
suspicion; and may be set aside according 
to tho medical circumstancoa proved. 
Many diseas.-s, especially those which af- 
fect the brain or nervous system, directly 
or indirectly, are likely to produce a dul- 
UBBs or confusion of iiitolleet, under 
which a proper disposing power is lost. 
Delirium sometimes prccoaoa death, in 
which case a wdl executed by a dying 
person thus afl'ected would bo pronounced 
invalid. 

" In oiamining tho capacity of a por- 
«nn under those circumstances, wo should 
avoid putting loading (luoslions — namely, 
tlioso which suggest the answers ' yes' or 
'no.' Thus a dying man may hear a 
document read over and affirm, in answer 
to aucn a question, that it is in accord- 
ancu with his wishes, but without under- 
standing its purport. This ia not satis- 
factory evidence of liis having a disposing 
mind ; we should see that he is able to 
dictate the provisions of tho document, 
and to repeat them substantially from 
memory when required. If he can do 
this accurately, there can bo no doubt of 
his possessing complete testamentary cap- 
acity. But it may bo objected iliat many 
dying men cannot be sunpoaod capable of 
such an exertion of memory ; tho answer 
is then very simple ; it is better that tho 
person should die without a will, and his 
property be distributed according to the 
law of intestacy, than that, through tho 
failing of his mind, he should unknow- 
ingly out olT the rights of those who have 
the strongest claims upon iiim." 

On Dr. Milne's first tardy apj)earance 
on tho scene, on the 8th November, to 
attend the old man in his miserable 
[ilight in View street, after three days 
and nights solitary agony, ho did mako 
tho only close examination we have hoard 
of, as to Adams' pliysicial condition, lie 
examined and sounded him thoroughly, 
and as tho result of his investigation, an- 
nounced aloud his decision in tho ex- 
pressive verdict : The clock is nearly 
run down," — as though he had said — Life 
may flicker awhile before extinction, but 
the niachinory is worn out, the old man's 
days aro numbered. 

It is a remarkable proof of either the 
extremely casual nature of the learned 
doctor's diagnosis of this case, or (what is 
far more likely) i\ prior conviction, which 
his first and only examination had pro- 
duced on his mind, that tho patient was 
HO far gone that no further medical aid, 
beyond wannth and iiuraiiig, was possible 
for one of such extreme old age and 
weakneaa, — that the doctor never once 
refers in his evidence to tho chronic 
malady of rheumatism, which tlie 
"Adams' correspondence" shows, had 
boon for years to the old man a constant 
source of the moat .iciile jiain and auffer- 
ing, and to his experienced eyo might 
have been expected to have left some in- 
delible mark on the constitution. This 
is borne out by almost the only frank 
utterance in all Mr. McBeath's reluctant 
evidence. 

Q. Did the doctor tell you he was on 
his death bed, and he did not think hu 
would get up ? 

A. He said he did not think he would 
gob over it. Ho was pretty weak. Ho 
said it would bo only a matter of time 
that ho would bo called away anyhow. 

Q. Then you expected his death at any 
moment ? 

A. Well, yea. In fact I did not ex- 

jiect ho would got out of his bed. 

(.\nd yet this .same witness, just a min- 
ute before had teatitiod : — 

"Within a day or two of _ his death ho 
was supposed to be all right." * * * 
And again : 

Q.— When did you make up your mind 
ho was going to die 1 A. — I never made 
up my miiui ho was going to die; of 
course tlie man was "poorly." 

But to return to Dr. Milne. Ho testi- 
fies in answer to Mr. Bodwell: , 

'•'It was only a few months before his 
death 1 knew Adams by name. 1 was 
not his attending iihysieian. Ho came 
into mj' olbce and l prescribed for him 
onco in July, 1891. I did not see him 
professionally between .luly and his last 
sickness; I think I huve seen him in the 



street. I was called in to see hitn on 9th 
November, 1891.'' 

'^'^i^f^t^i^j^i^^' ^ ^ ^ 
Cj. — In what eondition was ho then ? 
A. — Well, he was in a very weak condi- 
tion when 1 saw him, lying iu ono of tho 
rooms, apparently without any ono to 
look after him. His skin was cold, pulse 
very weak, indicating want of proper 
nourishment, warmth and food. I had 
conversation with him. He ^ understood 
what we were saying to 'him "quite dis- 
tinctly though ho was ' deaf, so you had 
ko speak loud - in a loud voice. 

I proscribed for him — to put i fire in 
tho room, have his limbs and extremities 
clothed in warm flannel, and hot drinks 
to stimulate circulation. 

On Monday, tho 10th, Mr. Kiraop 
came to my ollico and talked about the 
old gentleman. He advised that he 
should be either taken to, the hospital or 
to Mr. McBeath's. 

I don't know whether I wont just then 
or not to see Mr, Adams. J\lr. iMcBeath 
also caiiio to niy ullico. I wont over and 
saw Adams. Mr. McBoatli wua tlioro 
and 1 think another luau (this wiis Ooorge 
Barrett) whom I do not recollect. Adams' 
physical condition waa improved snmo. 
IMie (jueation of his being removed to * * 
lie had already made up his mind. * * 
lie si)(d<o about it and I concurred in 
being the beat thing ho could do. I 
could not give you his conversation, only 
it did not take any jierBUaaion on my 
part, but merely to cuiiaont tliiit it w;is 
tho best tiling ho could do. 

1 saw him next time on Wednesday 
the nth, in the afternoon, in Mr. .Mc- 
Beath's lomao, His condition was some- 
what iniiiroved from the Friday, and the 
second day 1 saw him ho was nmrc com- 
fortable and restintc easier. Ves, lie 
aeeiiied to bo quite clear mentally. 1 
spoke to him in a general way, and ho 
was quite intellii^ent. 

(\) - You lalhdto hitn aboiil olh'r ))iri//<.c' 
(..vcf./i/ l/iis i/iiii ss / A. — No, not/iiitij ill jiar- 
tii-ii!<ir llial 1 mil rriiiciiihi >: 

Mr. BodwoU : Now, siiealdnfj as a pro- 
fessional man what do you say aa to his 
testamentary capacity on that day ? A. — 
It waa (|uito eloiu' as far as that would bo 
concerned. Uowasablo to transact any 
business that day and some following 
days as well. 1 prescribed for him, gavo 
general directions as to his nuraing. 
What was the matter with the man ? 
Well, really,! when I first saw him it 
was lack of nutrition as I say, a hard 
floor and lack of proper noiirishmeiit. 
(Not a word about rlieuiiiatiain.) 

Q. — And on Wednesday (this was tho 
day of the will) ho was still in that weak 
condition, very weak jiulse, so much so 
that I refrained from allowing him to sit 
upright in bed. I saw him agnin in the 
afternoon of every day. 

On Thursday (?) he was much tho 
same us on Wednesday. 

Q. Mentally? Quito clear. Friday, 
13th, and Saturday 14th, tho same, and on 
Sunday loth the same. On Monday 
Kith, on Sunday Kith, of course, and tho 
day before, the 14th, ho complained of 
considerable pain in tho head ; and on tho 
iOth not quite so clear. • 

Within forty-eight hours of his death I 
may say he wa« so that he understood 
wdiat 1 was saying to him, and the lost 
day that 1 saw him alivo was the day that 
I saw him unconscious. 

On tho IGtli and tho day before he ■was 
in a stupid condition, and on the l7th ; 
he died on the 18th. 

Mr. B. ISow, speaking as a profession- 
al man with reference to testamentary 
capacity, up to what time would you say 
from your kiojwledgo of him, was he cap- 
iblo of making a will ? 

A. * * * 1 should say 48 to GQ 
hours before his death he was quite 
c iiiable of doing it, hecaxtse he understood 
criithing I saU to him. 
Q. What kind of a man wns he aa to 
brain capacity, from your kno.vlodge of 
him? A. Well, ho soeined to be rather an 
intelligoiit man. 1 never had tho opportu- 
nity, only at the bedside, of talking with 
him. I had ni) opportunity of judging 
as to his character for strength of will, 
steadfastness of purpose, or anything of 
that kind ? Well, I had just treating 
him as a patient ; ho had a slight stric- 
ture, wli ui 1 wished tn press the cavity 
he kicked against that very much. Cer- 
tainly, 1 thought ho was a man that could 
not bear very much pain, that Eeemecl to 
me the character of the man. Ho,vevcr 
brave otherwise, I think ho was a man 
who could not stand very mucli pain. 

Can you remember anything he said 
about his removal on the Monday, tho 
lOrh '! 

No, ho consented, aiyiuic^C'il and 
spoke of going to Mclieatli'.s and ho 
tiiouglit that was tho beat for him to do. 
lie objected to going to oho hoajiital, gave 
no reason. 

Dr. Milne'a cross examination olioitod 
that the evidence he g.avo waa entirely 
from ineiii"ry and, of course, liable to its 
defects, lie had not oven made tho 
usual medical lujtes of tho caao. 

Tho idea of a will had not suggested 
itself to him until he was going out of tho 
gate after his last visit when ho asked if 
Adama had made a will, and Mclieatli 
answered "yes, aiid that the lawyer ll.ill 
had made it," (ho did not say for whoio); 
iieitlior McBeath nor Mr. I lidl, althougli 
tho doctor was at IVIcBcath'a on the Wed- 
nesday, (after the lawyer was sent for, 
and before Adams signed tho will, and 
McBeath knew the doctor was coming 
there), had asked him to attend tho execu- 
tion, or to mako sure of the old oian'a 
ca])acity to make a valid will by tho ne- 
cessary medical tests. 

Ho could not have given much tlujught 
to tho caao, or must have considorud it 
beyond tho roach of medicine, for he for- 
got, until reminded, that it was Oeorgo 
Bavrett- who had fetched him on the 8th 
to visit Adams at Yiow street after the 
accident. Forgot that he then made a 
close physical examination of tho do- 
coasod ; tried and sounded " heart, head, 
breast, etc," and forgot hia expression 
" that tho clock was 'nearly run down," 
ho forget tho visit of Kiraop and "Williams 
at his own ollico after Adams' death ; for- 
got his i|ueiy " who made tlio will " and 
bin aigiiilicant question to thorn "did ho 
(Adams) know what the will contained 
when ho signed it ? 

It also showed that in his visit to the 
sick man the oonveraabion with him was 
chiefly confined to his bodily ailments and 
his answers to " yes " or "no." There 
Fiiiglit have been a few other remarks 
jiasaed, but eliiully Adams' anawora wore 
"yes " or " no," so thoro was nothing oc- 
curred in that respect to test tho old 
man's capacity, Tho doctor did uot see 



anything in his condition or connections 
to suggest tho necessity of any enquiry 
into his mental coBditiori,'-^or;to;call;for 
special examination ;' and without intond-' 
ing it, presumably because liia attention 
was not drawn to his mental condition 
ho siw nothing to indicate he was not lit 
to mako a will. Indeed, nothing occurred 
to him in his visits to Mr. Adams to give 
the ide.a that a will was in contompla 
tion. And though ho thought an exam- 
ination into tho man's condition when 
about to mako a will, would have been a 
wise precaution, "it waa not his prncti 
to mako any inquiry of that kind utile 
deairod to do so, and then generally 
consultation with one or two physicians." 

As to the man himself, ho knew not! 
ing of lua brain capacity, strength of will 
or atoadfftstness of purpose. It was part 
of his character that ho could not bear 
very much pain. Ho was from tho first 
to hist very feeble and very deaf, but 
that ho (the doctor) could readily per 
suado bini to do what ho wanted. Indi 
reetly ho confirmed the evidence of Kir- 
aop and Barrett of his reluctance to 
leave his house in A''iow street, " When 
I went up there on tho luesduy the place 
of his removal had been settled as far as 
ho was concerned. Ho consented, nc- 
ijitii'.-ivrit, and spoke of Iiis going to Mc- 
jieatli's. " 

'The evidence of Dr. Milno, and what 
imist have boon the intentional absten- 
tion of McBeath from taking advantage 
of his presence while the will was being 
signed, contributednothiqg to remove the 
suspicions tho Court was hound to oiit-r- 
tain of the bona flVles of the transaction, 
of tliu want of a clear understanding of 
tho will, or the exercise of coercion, 
(which does not mean actual violence) in 
btaiiiing it. 

The learned doctor's evidence ia cross 
xainination has a slight smack of uncou- 
Hcioiis partisanship, not infrequent among 
professional men engaged on a side, and 
it takes an amusuig turn when heiUieets 
to confound tho "clock rundown" of 
his own simile, with " tho clock liai 
up on the w.ill." 
More 



nous liowever is his iiiisappre- 
heniion of the law of medical juriaiirud- 
ence ajiplicablo to tho cases of wills of 
very old men, like the present, when 
made or procured to bo made by the ben- 
eliciary, and ho a stranger to tlio blood. 
M'hen he vonturea to give an opinion 
(though ho confines it J.o his physical con- 
dition) that ho thought ho ivaa lit to 
make a will at the time, ho had 
not thought of tho subject until after tho 
patient was dead, and had not examined 
him with a view of testing his capacity 
while olive. 

When cross-examined by tho Attorney- 
(ieiieral, Ur. Milne jirofossed to bavo 
forgotten his close examination of old 
Adams and his expressive lihraso as to 
tho clock, but Mr. Attorney pressed him 
after ho said : "I don't remembor that ; 
I don't remembor that." 

Q. Now, do you not remember ro- 
niarking to Mr. Barrett (who went and 
fetched tho doctor) •' that the clock," re- 
ferring to tho old man, " tliat tho clock 
had well nigh run down ?" A. I may 
have done su, I really forgot. 

Q. Was that your opinion of him? A. 
What was my opinion I 

Q. Was that your opinion, that tho 
clock was pretty well exhausted and run 
down 1 A. You are referring to him ? 
You aro not referring to the clock on the 
wall ? 

Q. No, I am referring to tho deceased 
man. A inetaiiliorical expression, you 
know. A. Yes, 1 might have made that 
expression. 

Q, And that was your opinion at the 
time 1 A. Yes, sir, that was my opinion. 

Q. The old man was very feeble ? A. 
Very feeble. 

Q. Very feeble, indeed, I suppose ; 
you say ho was deaf, and you had to 
speak very loud to him A. Very loud 
to Iiim, yes. 

Q. But by shouting at him you could 
make him hear/ A. Oh, yes, sir ; by 
speaking loud you could make him hear. 

Q. And yuur convermiliun, I ^inile.r- 
staitd, III) all ocMsion.i ira.i ronjincd to hi.i 
aibncnt.i/ A. AUniitnU fdiieibj. 

(>. There is nutliinij yuu can sped/; of 
iiidsidc hi.s aUinents f A. No, sir, 

Q. A rul it ivas from talkiiuj to him of 
/(i.s ailments that you tliought lie teas in 
lii.i riijht senses? A. Yes, sir, 

(-2.— You had no talk with him about 
hia worldly iiflaira, about hia history and 
80 on ? 'A. — No, 1 had none. 

(Then as to tho conversation with Kir- 
sop and Williams in the doctor's ulUce.) 

Dr. Milne : Kiraop was tho first who 
came to me on the Tuesday. 

Q. — He came to your office and talked 
about tho old gentleman, Adams? A. — 
Ye.'<, sir. lie told me that he, Kirsop 
and his frionda had been tryuig to per- 
suade Adams to go down to McBeath's 
house. 

y.— Ho did I A.— Either to the hos- 
pital or to McBeath's house, and ho 
asked mo to come up and jierauade hiin 
tn the aamo effect. When 1 wont there 
there and .sp(jke of the subject. But he 
had really consented at once to go, had 
made U|) his mind to go. 

y.— So that directly you mentioned it 
he yielded and aasentecW A.— Yes. * * 
1 told him that I tluniglit that it was tho 
beat thing for him to do, to go to 
McBeath's, and bo cared for properly, 
because that was chiefly what was re- 
quired. 

I did not kec]) notes of tho condition of 
his health or hia mental or bodily condi- 
tion at the time of my visit. 

'The defendant's evidence as to the 
tostanientaty capacity of tho tealiitor, at 
tho time of makmg the will 1 find tho re- 
verse of satisfactory. 

Tho wife and sister-in-law of the de- 
fendant of course could only judge from 
external aigns which came within their 
ken. That they made his latest hours 
leas painful and hia agonies less distress- 
ing than they would otliorwiao have been; 
"he rested easier" is clear. " E'en in 
our ashes glow their wonted fires." Thoy 
talk at oho time of his trying a chicken; 
at another fooling moro smart, imiirovod 
and so on, which means of courao as 
compared with his uttor prostration and 
battered condition on tho fatal 8th and 
!)th of November. 

But all the same he was dying all tho 
time. "l expoctsdhe might dio at any 
raom'ont" in his one frank moment, cou- 
feases McBeath; "very feeble all tho 
tinio" (pays the doctor.) Ocoigo Barrett, 
who know Iiim as well as any and saw 
him at tho McBeath's, "thought him as 
near dying as could bo." On Wednes- 
day, the day ot tho will, "ho was still in 



that weak condition" (meaning as when 
he came) very weak pulse, "so much so 
tIiBt|I refrained" (says the doctor) "from 
allowing him to sit upright in bed." Ho 

had to lie down becauao of his heart, 
could not stand, was aa helpless aa a 
baby. Now the stato of tho body must 
afi'ect tho mind, and it would bo unrea 
sonablo to imagine that at that extreme 
age, after falling down in tho street, fol- 
lowed by that frightful^xpoaure to atar- 
vation and cold of three days and niglits, 
in !iis nightshirt, without fire, and in the 
month of November, wdiicli would have 
l)layeil liavcjc with a much y(juiiger man, 
that his mind should not have sym- 
pathized with bis body and been aericjualy 
aU'eeted, and its fibre have been ju'opor- 
tiouately enfeebled. '^It could not have 
been in sound and fit conditimi to make 
an iiitelligont tostamontary dispoaitiou of 
his pro[)erty. NVliat that is ia aptly de- 
scribed by JSniiiiililiiH 1-. Kniiilil, .1 J', 
.d J), nr., and ([^ir J. ][aiine'n) Burdell 
d olhtr.i v. Tliiiinpsun, 1 1', ami I). 
"Speaking of the degree and kind of 
mentid power reriuired, from the charac- 
ter of tho act, it requires tho consideration 
of a larger variety of such circumstances 
than is required in other acts. Bcflection 
upon tho claims of tho several persons 
who by nature or through other circuni- 
etances may be supposed to have claims 
n the testator's bounty, and the power 
of conaidoriiig their several claims, and 
determining in what projuu'tions the pro- 
perty shall bo divided among tho claim- 
ants." 

"Whatever degree there may be of 
soundness of mind, the higheat degree 
must bo required for making the will." 

1 can add, (as did the loarnod judge in 
that case) the matter was ably argued and 
the learned couiiael for the defendant ad- 
dressed to me a |)owerful argument in 
favor of the will, wdiich caused mo to go 
over the ovideiico more than once, and 
to re-peruse the authorities with care and 
to note and weigh tho points in which 
the witnesseis differ, particularly in a 
aao like this of "grave suspicion" which 
'calls for siiecial vigilance on the part of 
the judge in oxamiiiing tho evidence ad- 
duced in support of it." ( Parker v. Dun- 
can. ) 

The same view of the degree of iutol- 
Ifgence required iu making a will is laid 
down in (Coomhes Case, Moore, 750 — 
'It w.'ia agreed by the judges that aano 
memory for the making of a will is not at 
all timea wdien the party can answer any- 
thing with sense, but ho (uight to have 
judgment to discover, and bo of perfect 
memory, otherwise tho will ia void." 

And tlioro could have been no perfect 
memory in thia caae. 

'That tho jirincipal witneases for the de- 
fendant on the testator's supposed 
capacity, namely, jMcBeath and his 
family, judging from their limited point 
of view and the interest thoy took in the 
matter, should have considered him as in 
a fit stato to mako a will is not to bo won 
dored at. The wish is often father to the 
thought, and without imputing motive, 
such may have beeh the caao with them. 

With Dr. Milne's evidence in conclusion 
on thia head I have already dealt. 

Tho lawyer employed, with a littlo 
moro experionco, could have done some- 
thing towards defining tho exact mental 
condition of the patient, if ni a private 
interview, he had sought to ascertain by 
suitable questions, the exact and uncon- 
trolled real will, and understanding of 
tho man as to his relations, his property 
and its disposition; .and had given him 
to underatand through the medium of tho 
doctor, before tho will waa made, that be 
was a dying man, and not have left tho 
poor sufferer believing, as tho evidence 
shows he did, that he had still had a 
chance to recover, to contemplate the 
(dtering of a will wliich every ono there 
must have felt to bo his laat, altlioui^li to 
the feeble, llickeriiig intellect of the dy- 
ing man, who still had hope of life, some- 
thing must still have appeared wanting to 
bring peace and rest; or ho never would 
have exerted himself in his feeble state to 
to ask "Can I alter this" And what that 
missing something was, with his letters 
to the nepliow boforo us, I do not think 
any reasonable, impartial person would 
have very much doubt. I confess, speak- 
ing as a Jury, I have not. 

Now, the circumstances attending tho 
execution of tho will, as the Court re- 
ceived it from the mouths and manner of 
tho witnessea, instead of clearing, appear 
rather to accontuato "the grave suspi- 
cions" which cloud the whole transac- 
tion. None of this .happily, attaches to 
Mr. Hall. Ho, of course, is free from 
any such taint. 

His shortcoming waa the want of ex- 
perience in the ordinary practice of test- 
ing tho capacity of the testator, ensuring 
the exorcise of his free intelligence, ami 
bringing to his notice and memory any 
relatioirs be niiijlit have intended to 
benefit in the disposition of his property. 
It is very probable that tho recdUecticni 
ho twice mentioned, of tho defendant's 
having told him when he came to his of- 
fice or on the way to tho house, that old 
Adams was alone in the world, that ' 'ho 
bad no relations living," put all thoughts 
of po?siblo relations out of his head. 

Hut then, after what Kirsop told Mc- 
Beath of the nephews, in the presencu of 
Macdonald, all three within 3 to 6 foot of 
each otiier in a small room (12x10) in tho 
only conversation held thero, then what 
shall we think of McBeath? Did he 
suppress all knowledge of relations then 
as he did in the case of tho self condemn- 
ing letter to Thomas Adams, even after 
his wife had told liim of their existence ; 
and Janiea Boyd had given him similar 
informiition ? 

Now returning to tho execution ot 
the will. It was executed in tho presence 
of tho members of the McBoath house- 
hold and tho lawyer and no others — not 
even the doctor. With the exception of 
tho lawyer, none but tho defendants' im- 
mediate relations were present, and thoy 
don't agree. Isaac Rlodoland difl'era from 
Hall in his account of it, tells us tho old 
man waa only "a littlo deaf." Others 
testify you had to " bawl " or " shout" 
to mako him hear. Modeland declared 
that it was only necessary for one to 
siieak in one's usual voice for tho old 
man to hear. And ono witnoaa, tho de- 
fendant's wife, who was in tho room into 
which Adams' littlo chamber oponod and 
with the door between open, could not 
hear what the lawyer read to the old 
man. 

No time for any inquiry was given. 

Jlr. flail tells us he was anxious in 
drawing the will itself boforo-hnnd to 
hurry over it all and save tinio, as tho 
man was sick, and the length of life was 



uncertain. Under those cirduinstances, 
how can it bo said that the old man heard 
and understood tho will, and had what 
Lor3 Coke calls a "disposing memory" 
or " a safe and perfect memory." (Vide 
Wilson's caso, 2L', Grant 78.) 

" By this wo understand a memory 
that ia capable of presenting to tho testti- 
tor all his property and all the persons 
who come reasonably within tho raiigu ot 
his bounty." 

'Tho lawyer's evidence shows tho want 
of some such tost, and how littlo ho must 
have ai)iireciated tho serious nature of 
the re(iuireiueiit to constitute a valid will 
under such circumstances. ■ ,. y , 

It will be romombered that when ho 
began to road, he was reading to a man 
who was in'^reat ^ain.and very deaf,-ahd 
his own voice unfamiliarrand when ho 
asked if Adams heard what ho was saying 
tho old man answered "yes." 

Ho read tho document through and 
then asked : " Aro you willing to leave 
everythint: to iNL Beath ? Answer as be- 
fore, simply " yes." 

Then tho cpioation I Imvo before re- 
ferred to : " Can i alter this ? " When 
told ho could, added: "This ought to 
have been dona before." Then the signa- 
ture by testator and the defendant's 
brother-in-law, the oiler of payment, and 
tho whole affair was over. 'I'lie lawyer 
only staj'od "a few minutes " and di.sap- 
pearod ; glad, wo may readily believe, to 
a icapo as quickly as possible from aucli a 
painful scene, whore all seems to have 
been gone through iit full speed. 

Now tho only information extracted 
from the deceased was by putting leading 
jueatioiia t<j which the poor feeble suf- 
torer could (jiily answer "yes," a mode of 
iiitorrogatioii which tho authorities al- 
ready cited dcclaru to be utterly inade- 
quate to romovo 8Us])icioii cither of want 
of a clear understanding of thedocument, 
or of that form of coercion to which tho 
surrounding circumstances of this caso ao 
clearly point. 

'There was nothing throughout to 
prove that Adams, at the tiino of the will 
was capable of comprehending its efl'ects, 
or all his property, and all tho ))erson8 
who could como within tho range of his 
bounty. 

Wilson V. Wvlson, 22 Grant, p. SI, A 
similar case says : It is not sufficient to 
make out that tho testator was of capacity 
to answer a few common questions or 
make a few remarks, or even to conceive 
and express some wishes and ideas * * ♦ 
it must satisfy the Court that bo was 
equal and alivo to and comprehend the 
full import of what ho was doing at the 
time, seriously important, as what he ac- 
tually did must be admitted to be." 

And what did tho old man understand 
in Ilia feeble way of it all ? "Can I alter 
this will ?" to my iniiid, in view of tho 
circumstances, tells tho tale. And "this 
should have been done long before" 
points the same Avay. AVhat he wanted 
for years "long before" the letters to his . 
nephow tell us, and the promises of 
which, very likely, ho thought he was 
now carrying out through the medium of 
Mc^oath in favor of his nephow and re- 
latii. ns. 

Tho questions put by Sir. Hall wore 
not inconsistent with this view, and jMc- 
Boath the trusteo to carry it out. 

There is only ono other alternative 
view, that, surrounded as he was ui Mc- 
Beath's house and, his family,and rela-. 
tions, in his weak and feeblo state, iii 
McBeath's arms and the other influences 
around him, >vhen the (juestion was put 
to him "Are you willing to leave every- 
thing to McHeatli ?" what other answer 
could he give than assent to what to him 
was far beyond the nature of a requrst. 

Instead of removing the sufpicion, the 
necessary inferences from all the circum- 
stances and facts before tho Court point 
r.ither to their inciease than dissipation 
The doubtful and contrrfdictory evidence 
of McBeath, tho prevarication of his wifo 
of a vital fact to Jlra, Noble, tho dis- 
crepancies in the ovidonce of the Mc- 
Bcathsand Modelands, the refusal of 
wife and sister-in-law thrice repeated to 
support McBeath in his statement of old 
Adams' instructions and promises'in his 
favor in making the will. 

'The absurd pretension of intimacy for 
years with a juaii who would tell them 
nothing of his age, nationality, relations 
or of his property, and who limited his 
promises with an "if." The- alleged 
promises to leave tho property to Mc- 
Boath, in violation of tho solemn written 
])romise8 of his life, to leave all to the 
nephewa and their deacondants- tho fail- 
ure in the old man's physical and mental 
condition — and the evidenco delivered by 
tho defendant's own witneases, all of 
trhich I have peruaed with care, iiavo, I 
find, only increased rather than cleared 
ay those doubts and susjiicious irith 
which the law insists upon re;,'arding a 
will inado under such circumstances as 
the present. 

1 find that it has not been allirmatively 
ostablislied, as the defendant was bound 
to eatablish it, that tho deceased man, 
Sam Adams, knew and approved of tho 
contents of the will of the 11th Novem- 
ber, 18!)1, which forms the subiect of this 
trial. 

1 can find no caao of a similar kind, 
though there may be such, where a will 
made under such or similar circumstancoa 
of grave su3])icioii has been maintained. 

I therefore adjudge and decree, that 
the will of the late Samuel Adams, dated 
tho 11th November, A.D., 1891, in dis- 
pute herein, bo sot aside, and that the 
probate thereof granted unto the said do- 
leiulant by this court be rescinded ; 

And Further, that it bo referred to tho 
registrar of this court to take an eiupiiry 
aa to what peraonal property the .said de- 
fendant haa received under tho aaid will, 
and that the said defendant do account 
for and forthwith pay into this court tho 
valuo of the same ; 

And Further, that it bo referred to tho 
registrar of this court to take an enquiry 
at to what rents and profits of the real 
estate of tiio said Samuel Adams, de- 
coaaed, the defendant lias received under 
the said will, and that the aaid defendant 
account for and forthwith pay the amount 
of the same into this court ; 

And Further, that it bo referred to the 
registrar of thia court to take an enquiiy 
aa to the amount actually oxpondcd by 
tho said defomdant upon the aaid realty 
by way of iraprovemonta or othorwiao, 
and as to tho actual benefit derived by 
tho said estate of tho said Samuel Adams, 
deceased, therefrom ; 

And Further, that it bo referred to the 
registrar of tho court to take an enquiry 
na to the parties entitled to tho estate of 
tho said Samuel Adams, doooaaed, and 
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tliHt tho said ostate be distributed accord- 
in',' to llie statuteB in force for.the.dtstri- 
biitidii of the estate of debeaifid'.- in- 

tcatiitea ; -^.j.- : 

And Fiuthcr. thiit an injunction issuu 
out of this court restraining tiio'satd du- 
fendnnt from (lealiiig or in any Way in- 
terfering with the real estate of the said 
Samuel Adams, deceased, known ns Lot 
No. ."i02, ill tlm city of Vi(;toriii ; 

And l-'urlluM-, tliiit liio dofoiidniit do 
pay to tho pLiintilf liiH costs of this ac- 
tion, other thiin tho coats of tho oM'iiiiry 
iis to tho imrtioa eiititkHl to tlic said oatato 
and in connection with tho distribution 
thereof ; 

And l<'urther, that ju'dfjuiciit bo on 
tered uccurdiugly for tlie phiiiitill'.

Extracts of tliu ovidenco <.•' Tlioiiias 
Adams rolatini; to "Thu Adania Corrcs- 
pondenco" uud from some of tho letters 
— referring tathe promises made by the 
testator to Adams : 

Tho first witness called was tho plaiii- 
tilV, Thomas Adiuiis, a matt of advanced 
ago. He swore I hat ho was a iiopliew of 
tho ilocoased, whom ho had Been lust in 
184o in Loudon, Engiand. Tho plaintid' 
was at that time a seafaring approiiticu 
and his uncle was earning £lOO. Plaiiv 
tifT produced his own corificato of baptism. 
His father, a brother of the testator, 
Tlioiaas .\dains, died wlieii witucHS was 
oi^'ht years of ai^e. I'liu other brothers 
aud sisters of liis fatlier were J[ai\'ar(;t, 
who died three or four years aijo un- 
married; .Samuel, tho ti'stator; Taylor, 
who died when a yoniiL; man; Jane, who 
also died without issue; and Pruilonco, 
who was married and lived at Mulbourno, 
Australia. He had heard that she (Pru- 
dence) was dead and had left some child- 
ren. Witness had received oevcral let- 
ters from liis uncle, tlie testator, all of 
■which letters ho now produced. The 
first was dated 25Lh of Uctober, 1879, and 
is as follows : 

"Di;,\ii Sir :— After you read this and 
see who it is from, 1 expect that you will 
he surprised to know that I am still in 
the land of the living yet. It is about 
sii and thirty years since you saw mo in 
London. 1 have rambled considerable 
since then, both on the East and West 
coast of tho Pitcitic ocean, and also to 
many of tho principiCl islands in tho 
Pacific. I have been twice to China, 
once to Japan, once to tho Dutch East 
Indies, twice to the West Indies and 
three times to Chili. I lived seven 
years in Valparaiso. I have been in 
San Francisco many times, but never 
remained there long. 

"About six weeks ago I came up here 
from California. * * » ♦ « 

"I would like to hear from you and 
know how you and your brother William 
are getting on, what ye follow for a 
living, and aho what family you have. 
I hope you will not think iiio too in- 
quisitive in asking you these questions. 
1 have a particular reason for doing so. 
If you think it is right to give me tho 
information I want in this, well and 
good, but if you think otherwise, lot it 
not trouble you, and think no more 
about it. If you answer this I will ex 
pect a true and honest account, of 
yourself and brother, how you are situ 
ated and what you are doing for a liv- 
ing. I will now conclude with many, 
many wishes for your health and hap- 
piness, and believe mo to bu. 

■ Yours sincerely, 

S.V.MLKL AllAM.S." 

The plaintiff stated that he had an 
swered this letter but after so doing had 
changed his address and the next letter 
he got was dated March 18, 1884, it bo 
ing as follows : 

"I expect you think that I have for 
gotten you altogether as you have not 
heard from mo for tho last live years, but 
I as.suro you it is not so for there is no 
day passes me that I do not think of you 
I wrote to you about twelve months 
ai,'o, to let you know that I have given 
U]i travelling, and returned to Victori; 
again, with the intention of rambling lu 
more. 1 directed my lotter to your cjU; 
address, 102 St. Paul's road, Cheshire, 
Eng., but the letter was returned to nu 
with the words *f!one, no address,' 
written on it. I then wrote to your 
brotlier William about you, and request 
him to send me your address, but ho 
said he did not know anything about 
you or wliero you lived. I wr^e him 
again aud gave him your aon-in-luw'a 
name, James Hatfield, printer, and told 
him if ho would go to any of the print 
ing oflices in tho noighborhocjd, and in- 
([uire for him he could tlioii get your ad 
dress and send it to mo. He wrote to 
mo again and said he was laid up with 
tho rhouiiiatisni and was not able to go, 
but he said tho lirst time hs saw you ho 
would let you know he'was back again 
in Victoria. 

"Dear nephew, I am very anxious to 
hoar from you and to know how you are 
getting along. It might bo to you or 
your son's advantage for iiic to have 
your address, for I am now well up in 
years. I was 70 years old last .January, 
but my health is good; I am smart and 
active on my feet yet for n man of my 
ago, thanks to Almighty (iod for all Hid 
mercies to me. 1 will lie very glad to 
hear from you and know h'^w you aro 
getting on, and also liow your son is 
getting along, and if ho is ftill in busi- 
ness for himself, and if ho is married. 
Vou did not give me the Christian names 
of your son and daughter in your letter, 
i iiavo a little jiroporty here, but no 
friend or relation to leave it to at my 
death. It is worth looking after, for Vie- 
tm'ia is sure to liecomo a largo iilace in a 
few yeais more. If I cnn hear fr'jiu yon 
1 will then give you all the particulars 
about myself and this place." 

Plaintiflf then produced other letters, 
extracts from which aro as follow.'i : 

".JnlyL'o, l,S,S.l-.lf you shuuld cliange 
y()ur iilaco of residence iit any time, you 
will be .sure to let me know, for it will lie 
necesflary for mo to liavo it alw.iys, aud 
if anything should go wrong with mo I 
will let you know it also } but if it is tho 
Lord's will that I should outlive you, it 
will (ilao bo necessary for mo to Iniow 
your son and daughter's place of reai- 
deiico ; the [ilaeo can ho aold after my 
death if tlioro is iionuof your family horo 
before then, and tho money sent to you 
if you aro liy.ing, and if nut, to your son, 
and daughter, Thtro will be; no neces- 
sity for you to troiiblo yourself about 
ivriting to mo after you roceive this,' as I 



have your address now, unless you wish 
to do so," 

" August 2'2, I.1,SI- I have given, yon 
all tho particulars about myself and this 
place in niy last, and you may bo sure 
that I will do what I have promised you. 
Now, as you havo no one but yourself to 
support, I think you ought to got along 
very well, and be satisfied with tho 
situation you havo now got. There is no 
use in your thinking of coming out to this 
country, for you ceuld do no good hero. 
Thero will bo no necessity for you to write 
1110 again, as you now know what my 
intentions aro, uiiloas you should change 
your place of rosidenco." 

" August 2, 1880—1 hope you don't 
think 1 havo forgotten you, as 1 do not 
write occasionally to yon ; but you may 
be sure I do not, for you are seldom out 
of my mind. I do not correspond with 
any of my old acquaintances; lam too 
old for that now. " 

".lanuary 7, 1887. — I am very thank- 
ful to iMr. and Mrs. Ibitlield for their 
kindness in getting you to have tlioir 
portraits taken and sent out to me. I 
will not forget that to you and them. I 
thowjht Hint there teas no periion iwio 
llfiiKj that ever bestowed a thmujht on 
me hut yiniisrlf anil nof /icior old sister 
Manjiinl, Imt /,>.■.■ i/'.:'/-,s tliiit I lutir 
been' i;i/,s(((/,''/i." * *' * Now as re- 
gards myself, 1 had better tell you how I 
am getting along. I havo had a very 
severe altiiel: o/ rlietiiniilism in lite Itcad, 
shoulder and arm. For the last throo 
months 1 have been confined to the house 
nearly altogether. 

August LM, 1887. — Fi-iondly letter. 
(Thi.s' lotter 1 do not extract as it has not 
any direct bearing on the iiromisea made, 
and is a mere friendly letter, cougratnlat- 
ing hiiu after lii.s, i)laiiitili s, jirivations in 
getting tho shelter and comforts of the 
almhouse, and no longer " to bo depend- 
ent in his son-in-law for a living.' ) 

.January 2, 1888.— This is also a friend- 
ly letter to acknowledge receipt of plaiiit- 
itfa ])ortrait, also express regret at not 
svriting sooner. 

'•October, 18, 1888.— 1 am not able 
to walk about the town as I used to do 
two years ago. 1 am getting old now, 
luul also very deaf since 1 got the rheu- 
matic pains in iny head. I am now 
close on to 81 jears of age. * * * 
"If yon had not got in there (the Sail- 
or's Home) you would havo been in a 
very bad way just now." A friendly 
letter. 

"April 24.— Friendly, expressing that 
he is glad that plaintiff has got into 'that 

noble institution.' 

" March 2, 18!)0.— Also not important. 
In it ho says few old aciuaintances call 
to see him occusionally to have a chat 
with him." 

"December 2, 1800. — rnimportaiit, 
more congratulations ro .Sailor's Home." 

"March 5, i8!)l. — I'uimportjuit, ex- 
cept that I am still troubled with rheu- 
matic pains in my hands and feet. 1 can- 
not walk out about town. I have been 
coMlinod to tho house nearly all winter, 
but 1 have got out occasionally to tho 
btitclier's grocer's, and baker's." 

".luly 21, 18!tl.— Z think I have no 
relaliiin nmr lieiini that ever bestouxd a 
thowjlit on, 7iie but you. * * says 
(plaintiff) very fortunate for getting^nto 
that institution, and yon will never want 
anything for life." Also inquires ro 
brother ' William' also wishes to get his 
son-in-law's address as lie had a partic- 
ular reason for wanting to know it, and 
says : ' I have no visitors coming to see 
mo.' 

This was tho last letter produc^sd by 
plaintiff sent to him by the old man.

REPORT ON AGRICULTURE. 

A ValuaWe ruldlentlon .fust IsHued by the 
I'rcvluclul Government. 

Tho accoud annual report of tho Depart- 
ment of Agrioukureof tho Province of Brit- 
ish Coluinbiahaa justbueu iaaued, having 
been delayed, as is explained by Mr, James 
H. Anderson, the statistician, in his intro- 
ductory remarks, by work that genllemun 
haa had to do in connection with tho 
World's Fair, Tho report is excellently 
arranged and is published in book form, the 
flame as other Government decumenta. 
There are some 201 pages, all well worth 
perusing, and for the sake of convenience 
tho book ia divided into sections, as follows: 
Inlroduotory ; reports ; diseases and peata ; 
iinporta and o-xports; dairying ; fruits; latb- 
yrus, Silvestris, VVagneri: a now foddtr 
pliint; meteorological and conclusion. 

'Co attempt to give more than the merest 
outline of the contents of the publication iu 
the limited space at present available would 
be impossible, but the following will give 
some idea of it. 

Statistical informatioD is not as complete 
as desirable on aooount of apathy evinced 
hy many who should be more interested, 
and a change in the method of procuring 
atatiatios is recommended, 
' There hits been marked increase in peats 
and diseaaca, tho enemy of the agricultural 
and stock ruiaer. The uphis both on fruit 
trees nnd hops has spread in all direc- 
tions, while apple and [lear blight 
occisioned much loss. Noxious weeds 
principally Canada and Scotch thistles are 
Hpreading. Complaints are made of heavy 
rates of freight on produce from interior 
points to tho coast. 

Mr. K. Hutcherson presents detailed re- 
port on fruit peats, and Mr. ¥. S. Roper on 
contagious diseases amongst animals. 
Plant diseases are dealt with in detail with 
suggestions and recommendations, as to tho 
biet means of treatment, etc. Diseuaea of 
animals are taken up in the same way, and 
much valuable information can be had in 
these chapters— animal pests, such as 
coyotes,! have been a great nuisance, 
and recommendations aro made for 
thegkilling off of them. 'J'he matter of 
thistles, weeds, etc., ia also taken up at 
aome length, with rocommendationa to farm- 
era and ranchers as to the best method of 
getting rid of them, 

A whole budget of information is given in 
one page of li(;urcs as to the exports'and im- 
ports of tho province, nnd the particular 
articles on which there have been increases 
and decreases, with compuriaona. 

Dvirying is dealt with very fully, with 
atatenicnts given showing the amount of 
butter, etc., imported, und tho various 
means, which might bo adopted, of increas- 
ing the local product. Statistics are 
given in tho same way of tho fruit indus- 
try with some valuable auggeationa as to 
the encouragement und developinent of 
prune growing. A valuable eliapler (.i)e,ikB 
of [s now fodder plant, tlie cultiv.ilion of 
which ia explained.

3?fae buBiQOBS of the Y, M. C. A. conven- 
tion of tho Pcicijio Northwest was concluded 
yestordiiy morning, tlio ufternoon beint; 
kept clear for the lacrosso matoh, wbioh 
greikUy pleased the atbletio contingent, 
many of whom had never before witnessed 
Canada's nationul game — " as aho is played 
by those v;ho know how to play licr." 

Tho convention opened ut 9 o'clock with 
a Bible Btudy by Professor Williu.iis, who, 
a second time, took fur liia topic the book of 
Hiigii, and ugnin delighted hia aiulionco. 

Mr. C. J. Hicka, of Now York, at <)-Ao 
discussed tho (luestiou of Aaaooiutiou (iiiunco. 
Each year vast sums of money aro entrusted 
to tho Association to carry on the work. 
Tho organizations have fourteen million dol- 
lars worth of property on tho American con- 
tinent, and last year two millions woro ex- 
pended on onrreut account alone. This im- 
mense financial responsibility calls for 
square, conciso bookkeeping and wise man- 
agement of Association business. The rail- 
road associations mako (juarterly reports to 
the managers of their respective roads, and 
other associations are conducted with e(iual 
oaro. How can the requisite money bo 
obtained to carry on tho work, is a (jucation 
whiob requires inore than passing attention. 

First and foremost, Mr. Hicks answers, 
by Association workers, one and all, taking 
this as a personal matter and fiiving it per- 
sonal attention. He urges that every mem- 
ber of convention take high ground and rc- 
memher his direct obligation to God in tho 
matter. There are secondlys and thirdlys, 
but the first is the all important solution. 

The work for 1893-4 was next presented 
by Mr. N. H. Jacks, and pledges of a very 
considerable amount secured. 

Reports from the several oommittees were 
then received and the committees relieved 
from duty. Salem asked for the convention 
next year, and a similar request was made 
in behalf of Seattle, tho city oc tho Sound 
being, after discussion, agreed upon as the 
Econe of tho eleventh convention. Tlie usual 
adjournment was then taken and the dele- 
gates repaired to tho Temperance hall, 
where the ladies of tho Episcopalian 
churches provided an appetizing luncheon. 
The principal after-dinner speeches were 
those of Rt. Kov. Bishop Perrin and Ven. 
Archdeacon Scriven. 

The evening opened with a song service 
conducted by Mr. N. H. Jacks, and after a 
number of spirited aonga had been sung, a 
(|uestion drawer was conducted by Mr. F. 
W. Ober, of Omaha. Questions having to 
do with the work were answered by tho 
leader and other Association men present. 

Right Rev. Bishop Perrin, tho principal 
speaker of the evening, at the outset said 
that he preferred rather to give a little 
sermon than a regular address. 

" ' A Few Drops of Oil ' is my text," ho 
continued, " What a difterenco they mako 
in this world, as they are applied to ma- 
chinery. The bicyclist knows how it af- 
fects his machine, and tho good housewife 
knows the same thing as she uses her sew- 
ing machine. All life ha'te a certain amount 
of friction, and if it ooudl be done away 
with, it would be ever so ^beneficial. First, 
take our home life. Here, where we shonld 
always show onr beat side, how often we 
show onr worst ! Drops of oil are needed. 
Oh I how mooh sweeter and better our 
lives would be if we were more careful in 
onr own homes. 'How can I make my 
home life brighter and better? ' is a ques- 
tion we can well ask and answer to night. 

" Secondly, in our social /I'/V, there is a 
terrible amount of ' cliqueism,' in the Old 
Country at least, which works much 
harm. Social distinctions must, of 
course, exist, but tho present wretched 
system could be much improved, A few 
drops of oil are needed. Often old pasta 
are raked up and cause much friction; they 
should be lot alone. We have different 
ideas, of course, but let us not be always 
causing friction by seeing good only in our 
own particular ideas. 

"Ihird, incur Christian life there is a 
chance for much oil to be wisely nsed. I do 
not of course expect all can see eye to eye, 
I would tjo God it could be so. In our mis- 
sionary enterprise how much are we hinder- 
ed by these divisions. They are among the 
saddest facts of to-day. A few drops of oil 
are needed. Let us really know what each 
other teaches rather than what people say 
we teach. We may wisely oonaider our dif- 
ferences, and then, by the nse of a few drops 
of oil of the Holy Spirit much 
good may be done. 80 between 
us who ore ministers and the laity there is 
often manifested a spirit of criticism. This 
is all right if it is done In the riglit way and 
will be productive of much good, but too 
often tho criticism is unnecessary and un- 
kmd. So at home, in our sociiil life, in tho 
church, we need this oil. lint I should 
be untrue to n.yself and my position if 1 did 
not tell you where you can get this oil. 
The Great God who loves us and liaa done 
so much forua is the source of this needed 
oil, which cornea in tho gift of the 
Holy Spirit. So the friction will be re- 
duced and life.will be sweeter and better. 
May the Lord bring it home to you all."

C'Diilining himself to the highcat class of 
the drainii, Mr. Irving takea a particularly 
hopeful view of the future of the stage. As 
ho said in an interview recently, speaking of 
the Knglish stage ; " When a man like 
Tennyson will sit down and write for it, is 
not the outlook hopeful? Then, at this 
moment, wo have some of our beat nnveliats 
and writers working lor the stage. Auotlier 
thing that may ho taken as an indica- 
tion of tho cleanliness of the staijo is 
tho fact that tho clorgymeu in England 
openly patronize it. Formerly that was not 
tlie oaae. A few would go to tho theatre, 
but in an apologetic sort of way. Now largo 
numbers go, and do not think it neceas.iry 
to apologize. This fact helps to keep tho 
atugo clean." 

With his large knowledge of human char- 
acter, Mr. Irving recognizes tho fact that 
curtain kinds of people demand certain 
kinds of amusement, and though, as he says, 
ho may not like the musio hall, now such an 
institution in London, yet he is not prepared 
to condemn it. 



TO RAISE MONEY. 

The Salvation Army's Latest Schome— Annual 
Harvest Festivals to He In- 
stituted. 

The Salvation Army has hit upon a new 
idea for raising funds. Last year Comman- 
dant Booth inaugurated a plan for clearing 
poor corps and cllicors of debt by institut- 
ing annual harvest festivals throughout tho 
Dominion. 'This year tho dates will bo : 
Northwest and British Columbia, August 
2G, 127 and 2S ; Ontario and Maritime Prov- 
inces, Septeml)er 2, .'J and 4 In Toronto 
there is to be a great central Thanksgiving 
exhibition from September 10 to I.'), or the 
same dates on which tho Toronto Industrial 
Exhibition ia being held. Great efforts are 
being made by the local ofiicera and corps to 
canvass for contributions in kind of all de- 
scription. Fruits, vegetables, grains, bar- 
ley, oats, wheat, and even straw for the 
Circle Corps horses, all are solicited. A 
special point is being made, too, to aeoure 
contribntiona of livestook, whioh will be 
sent forward to the Toronto Exhibition to 
he uaed in supplying the social inatitutiona 
of tho army with meat. 

Last year, three thousand dollara were 
netted in tbia way to aasist the poor crops, 
and there is every prospect of a far larger 
sum than that being raised on that occasion. 
Tho Toronto exhibition promises to bo a 
most attractive affair. Gifts of all kinds 
will ho forwarded and tastefully exhibited 
there. Tho Salvotioniata of the far West 
propose to contribute wheat, cattle, and 
canned goods; whereas Newfoundland ia be- 
ing asked to contribute tinned and uilcd 
fish. Wood, oil and coal are also solicited, 
and manufacturers are being asked to give 
some of their wares. Commandant Booth 
hopes, by this mean, to replenish tho store 
houses of tho Social Inatitutions and homes 
for sick officers, ao that it will bo unneces- 
sary to spend money on household goods. 
Hia contention is that, while tho dollars are 
scarce, the land is overflowing with good 
things, and hu calls upun those who have 
enough to eat and to spare to remember out 
of then: plenty their more ttnfortunate fel- 
low-creatures.

GEBAT BEITAIN'S DAY. 

The Celebration at Chicago Yesterday- A 
CoIoBsal Garden Farty on the 
Fnlr Gronnds. 

UmCACo, Aug. 10. — This is Great Brit- 
ain's day at tho World's Fair, and one of the 
most interesting in the way of entertain- 
ment. The crowds began to arrive early. 
Before 8 o'clock there was a crush at the 
gates, and it continued ot intervals during 
the day. Engliahmen turned out in large 
numbers to make tho celebration an auspici- 
ous one. The British empire demonstration 
oomuiittee, composed of the Biitish colonial 
cjmuiissioners, co-operated witli Her Ma j - 
eaty's commissioners in making the afiair 
worthy of the great) nation. Canada, 
Australia, India, Ceylon, Trinidad, Cape 
Colony, British Guiana and seventeen 
British societies lent force, features and 
eolat to the parade and ceremonies. The 
demonstration opened at the lake front at 
tho statue of Columbus at S-.IIO o'clock. 
There a procession was formed, with Capt. 
Gordon, commandant of the liritiah troops 
at the Fair, aa grand nmraliall. Ilia aides 
were Thomas Groveatock and Col. , lames 
Stewart. All tho British troops were in 
line. Various Kngliah societies v/ero out in 
full force, and six coaches were filled with 
the royal and colonial commiasioners and 
notivcs of Guiana and tho Kust Indies. 
After parading the principal precincts of 
the city the procession diahanded and 
formed again at l! o'clock in front of the Vic- 
toria house. Thence the line moved to Festi- 
val hall in tho Wliite city, where speeches, 
music and Prof. Tomlin's chorus of 1,000 
voicoa were heard. 

It is hoped .')'J,000 residents of Illinois 
will take part in tho celebration prepared 
for Illinois day at tho Fair next Thuraday.

Railroad rates will be 
good for ten days more, so the people can 
attend the whole of thot week. The whole 
Midway Plaisanoe, representing the nations 
of the earth, and BufTalo^ Bill's covvbiya and 
rough riders will be in liiic, with lOU Illinois 
troopa. It will bo the largest and most in- 
teresting proooBsion that has taken place,
